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PVT SAM DAVIS 


FIRST TENNESSEE 
1842 - 1863 


Sam Davis was born in Rutherford County, Tennessee near Smyrna on October 6, 1842. He came from a large 
American family and had ancestors who served in the continental army from colonial Virginia and North 
Carolina. Sam Davis was raised to manhood by a strict father and loving mother with dispciline and tradition of 
the Old South. 


Shortly after the election of Abraham Lincoln in November of 1860, Sam left his boyhood home and traveled to 
Nashville to attend the Nashville Military Academy. At that time the academy was under the direction of General 
Edmund Kirby Smith and was the oldest military academy in Tennessee. The Academy boasted high academic 
standards and a faculty to rival the county's great universities. One such faculty member was General Bushrod 
Johnson who served as the academy's headmaster. In April of 1861 Edmund Kirby Smith and Bushrod Johnson 
left the Academy to accept commissions as general officers in the new Confederate States Army. Sam Davis, being 
of patriot stock, followed the example of these future Confederate heroes and left the Academy to enlist in 
Company I of the First Tennessee Infantry Regiment. 


In September of 1861 the First Tennessee participed in the Cheat Mountian campaign in northwest Virginia, 
which has the distinction of being General Robert E. Lee's first Confederate field command. It was during this 
campaign and the subsequent battle at Big Sewell Mountain that Sam Davis received his baptism under fire where 
he demonstrated his coolness in action and devotion to duty. 


Later that same year, in December of 1861, the regiment was ordered to report to Major General Thomas J. 
(Stonewall) Jackson at Winchester, Virginia. While under the command of Stonewall Jackson the First Tennessee 


participated in the First Valley Campaign of 1862 in which Jackson's foot cavalry drove Federal forces from the 
Shenandoah Valley. In just six short months Sam Davis was already a seasoned combat veteran with several 
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commendations for valor from officers in his regiment. 


By March of 1862 Federal advances into Kentucky and Tennessee had resulted in the capitulation of Forts Henry 
and Donelson on the Tennessee River. As a result of these setbacks the First Tennessee was detached from the 
Valley army and rushed to Corinth, Mississippi to join Confederate forces concentrated there under the command 
of General Albert Sidney Johnson. On the morning of April 6, 1862, Sam Davis and the First Tennessee were 
engaged in one of the war's bloodiest affairs - The Battle of Shiloh. The First Tennessee was in contact with the 
enemy during both days of battle. At this battle the valor of Sam Davis was again reported by officers of the 
regiment. 


In June of 1862 the Army of Tennessee was organized under the command of General Braxton Bragg and began 
offensive operations in Kentucky and north central Tennessee. During these campaigns General Bragg appointed 
a committee to select and organize a company of scouts to serve as the eyes and ears of the army in the field. The 
committee was instructed to select the bravest and most daring soldiers in the army for service in this company. 
The requirements for selection were conspicuous bravery, coolness under fire, and physical strength and 
endurance. Private Sam Davis had repeatedly demonstrated his qualifications for service in this elite unit and in 
July of 1862 was transferred to COLEMAN'S SCOUTS, ARMY OF TENNESSEE. 


Coleman's Scouts were commanded and organized by Captain Henry B. Shaw who used the alias E. Coleman in 
order to protect his true identity. The total strength of Coleman's Scouts is not known. Many were killed or 
captured. However, a list of at least 45 members was compiled by Captain Shaw after the War. Coleman's Scouts 
were continuously active with the Army of Tennessee, providing invaluable service from the Battle of 
Murfreesboro through the evacuation of Atlanta. 


While serving in Coleman's Scouts, Sam Davis operated in middle Tennessee and Northern Alabama. This area of 
the country was heavily garrisoned by military forces of the enemy and Sam's scouting mission required that he 
operate within the enemy's lines to provide the accurate information for which he was known. Sam's knowledge of 
the area and the people, along with a youthful love of adventure, made Sam well suited for scouting duty. He 
proved time and time again his reckless bravery in his efforts to provide his superiors with intelligence of the 
enemy's strength and movements. 


The life of a scout was one of constant pursuit by enemy patrols, bounty hunters, and betrayal by informants for 
reward money. Unlike soldiers serving in the line regiments, scouts never had the security of interior lines and 
fortification. The danger of being killed or captured was constant. 


In the fall of 1863 General Brggg won a great victory at Chickamauga and General Nathan Bedford Forrest 
pursued the enemy into his fortifications at Chattanooga. While laying siege to the city in hopes of forcing Federal 
General Rosecrans to surrender, intelligence as to the possibilty of reinforcements coming from General Ulysses S. 
Grant became critical to the Confederate command. As a result, Coleman's Scouts were dispatched to Corinth, 
Mississippi and middle Tennessee to provide such information on enemy troop movement and strength coming to 
the aid of the Yankee garrison at Chattanooga. This information was paramount concern for the safety of the 
Confederate Army of Tennessee. 


It was this time the U.S. Army's 16th Corps, under the command of Major General Grenville Mellen Dodge 
advanced from Corinth, Mississippi into middle Tennessee establishing its headquarters in Pulaski, Tennessee. 


During the period between the Battle of Chickamauga and the defeat of the Confederate forces at Chattanooga, 
Sam Davis operated within the city limits of Nashville making notes and drawings of the fortifications in and 
around the city. It is also known that Sam eavesdropped on converstations between General Rosecrans and other 
Federal Officers at the St. Cloud hotel. He also purchased weapons, ammunition, and stole Yankee horses. 


On November 19, 1863, Captain Coleman ordered his scouts to leave separately for Decatur, Alabama as 
increased enemy activity had made it impossible for the Scouts to remain in the area any longer. Several scouts of 
the unit had already been captured or killed. For some reason the exact details of Sam Davis' capture were never 
recorded by the Adjutant at General Grenville Dodge's headquarters. However, facts seem to bear out that Sam 
Davis was captured on the morning of November 19, 1863, in an ambush by the 7th Kansas Cavalry. At the time of 
his capture Sam Davis had on his person detail information about the disposition of troops in the 16th Army 
Corps, as well as drawings and notes of the fortifications at Nashville. He also had a letter addressed to General 
Bragg disclosing the activities of Coleman's Scouts since the Battle of Chickamauga. This letter was signed by 
Captain Coleman himself. 
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General Dodge, recognizing the seriousness of the implication that perhaps a member of this staff was providing 
the Confederacy with the secrets of his army, was determined to discover the identity of the person responsible. 
IKnowing that Sam Davis was a member of the Coleman Scouts and desperately wanting to gain information on the 
leader, Coleman himself, General Dodge personally undertook the ensuing interrogations of Sam. After 
discovering nothing, General Dodge informed Sam the he would be tried as a spy and considering the evidence 
found on him during his capture he would probably be hanged. He repeatedly offered Sam not only his life, but 
freedom in return for information on Coleman. Time after time, Sam Davis refused to divulge any information. 
Even after learning that the Federals had Captain Henry Shaw in custody (the real name of Coleman; the Federals 
did not realize that they had him in custody or exactly who he was) he still did not let his captors know. This would 
have probably led to his freedom but his loyalty to duty and his personal honor would not allow him to betray his 
Captain. By now, Grenville Dodge was virtually pleading with Sam, who he had grown to like and whose courage 
he would forever admire. But it was no use. Davis remained silent. 


Sam Davis was found guilty of spying by a drumhead court martial and was sentenced to hang on November 27, 
1863. On the eve of his execution Sam wrote a final letter to his Mother saying,”"7 HAVE GOT TO DIE 
TOMORROW MORNING. MOTHER, I DO NOT HATE TO DIE". 


The last officer to solicit Sam's betrayal did so on the gallows at Pulaski. He received from Sam Davis the famous 
reply - "I AM BUT A PRIVATE SOLDIER IN THE CONFEDERATE ARMY. THE MAN WHO GAVE ME THIS 
INFORMATION IS WORTH TEN THOUSAND MORE TO THE CONFEDERATE CAUSE THAN I, AND I 
WOULD SOONER DIE A THOUSAND DEATHS BEFORE I WOULD BETRAY A FRIEND OR BE FALSE TO 
DUTY".

Verdie Hodnett Egger on page C49 speaks of a Thomas Lanphier Family Record 
Book, a cloth-covered book owned in 1963 by the late Lamar Landfair of Jackson, 
Mississippi. The records in this book were published in Volume 10, page 24, of 
The Mississippi Genealogical Society's Cemetery and Bible Records. 


In the book Thomas Lanphier and Ann Carter are shown as marrying on 17 
August 1790. The births of a number of Lanphier children are given: Thomas 
Jr., (1791); John (1791); George (1793); Joseph (1794); William (1798); Eunice 
(1800); David (1802); Jessey (1804); Isaac (1806); Robert (1810); and Welling- 
ton (1814). 


Also given in the Thomas Lanphier Family Record Book is this item: "Mary 
Ann Davis was born April 6th 1788 and departed this life by accidence on the 


25th of de ie Atala 


is Mary Ann Davis? First we should note Thomas Lanphier was the son 
of John Lanphier and Anne Howard and was born in Ireland. Ann Carter, his wife 
was the daughter of Colonel Nehemiah Carter, a Tory from New Jersey, who came 
with his wife, Rachel Minthorn, to Natchez with the Jersey Settlers lead by 
their Congregational minister, the Reverend Samuel Swayze, the first Protestant 
minister in Mississippi.

By letter dated 29 August 1961, Mrs. Mamie Austin Rouzan, the "Dean" of 
historians and genealogists of the old Feliciana District of Louisiana (later 
divided into East and West Feliciana Parishes) sent the writer some baptismal 
records from the Roman Catholic Church at Natchez which belonged to Spain from 
1779 to 1798. Roman Catholicism was the state religion. No other denominat- 
jon could hold public services. All baptisms and marriages - even of Protest- 
ants - were to be performed by Catholic priests. Spain sent Irish priests edu- 
cated at the Spanish University of Salamanca to Natchez. John Bolls, a Presby- 
terian minister, was jailed for preaching. Adam Cloud, an Episcopalian priest, 
was ordered out of the Natchez District for public preaching. Richard Curtis, 
JUr., a Baptist minister, had to flee the Natchez District for performing an il- 
legal marriage. ¢

How old was Ann Carter when she gave birth to_Mary Ann Davis?-We know 
the baptismal records in the Natchez Roman Cathofie church that Ann Carter 
‘gas born in the Natchez District. From the land grant& of 1,200 acres on 
Beyd's Creek which Colonel] Nehemiah Carter received on 16 November 1778 we 
earn that Colonel Carter, his wife and-nine children came to the Natchez Dis- 
trict in September 1773 and that two more children were born after then.

Harry Alexander Davis in his Davis Family\in Wales and America, (Washing- 
ton DC 1927) pages 86-88. wri(tes of three Davis brothers: Hugh Davis, Landon 
Davis and Robert Davis. The Lan Davis born 176- is likely the father of 
Mary Ann Davis by Ann Carter. He is Said to have been married but the name of 
his wife is unknown. He is said to have had several daughters, one named Nan- 
cy who died unmarried and left her estate to descendants of her Uncle Hugh Da- 
vis. There were said to be no living descendants of this Landon Davis in 1926. 


Landon Davis's brother Hugh Davis was born circa 1765. He married Ellen 
Cantey, daughter of William Cantey and granddaughter of Samuel and Ann Cantey 
of Prince Frederick's Parish, South Carolina. Hugh Davis and Ellen Cantey had 
three children:

Rosemont, the childhood home of President Davis near Woodville, Mississi- 
ppi, has been open to the public for some years. On taking this tour, the 
writer was given a sheet listing family members buried in Rosemont Cemetery. 
President Davis' father, Samuel Davis, was not buried in Rosemont Cemetery as 
he was on a visit to his son Joseph Davis' Hurricane Plantation near Vicksburg, 
when he died in 1824 and was buried there. In 1942 when the Hurricane Ceme- 
tery was in danger of the changing course of the Mississippi River, Samuel Da- 
vis was removed to the cemetery at Beauvoir in Biloxi, Mississippi, the last 
home of President Davis. President and Mrs. Davis themselves are buried in 
Hollywood Cemetery in Richmond, Virginia, Capital of the Confederacy. 


Buried in Rosemont Cemetery near Woodville, Mississippi, are Jane (Cook) 
Davis, mother of President Jefferson Davis, Mary Ellen Davis, wife of Robert 
Davis, and (in an unmarked grave) Lucinda Farrar Davis, wife of Hugh Davis and 
later of William Stamps, together with four generations of descendants of the 
two Davis sisters married to the two Davis brothers. Also presumed to be bur- 


ied in the cemetery are the two Davis brothers: Hugh Davis (husband of Lucinda 
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and Landon Davis were named executors of their father's 1771 will showing they 
were born before 1750. Also the British land grants they received in the mid- 
dle 1770s would indicate their age. They were likely Loyalists or Tories to 
have received these land grants. Under the 1771 will of their father, Robert 
Davis, their mother, Grace Davis, is to bring up their younger brother, Hugh 
Davis, "...until he comes to the age of 20 years." 


We know the names of Lewis Davis' sons from his will. None were named 
either Hugh or Landon. Harry Alexander Davis is, I think correct in saying 
that Hugh Davis born circa 1765 - and Landon Davis born 176_ were sons of Land- 
on Davis Senior and that the Robert Davis born 1790-1 who married Jefferson Da- 
vis' sister Mary Ellen Davis and the Hugh Davis born circa 1792-3 who married 
another of Jefferson Davis' sisters, Lucinda F. Davis, are sons of Hugh Davis 
born circa 1765. The writer is not as certain that the 1780s Spanish land 
grants were to Landon Davis Senior rather than to his son Landon Davis Junior 
who, born in the 1760's, might have been of age. Norman E. Gillis in his Ear- 
ly Inhabitants of the Natchez District (1963) shows on page 16 Landon Davis on 
the Homochitto in the 1792 Spanish Census. There is no listing for Hugh Davis. 
On page 39 in 1805 in Wilkinson County, Mississippi, he shows Hugh Davis with 4 
males over 21, 3 males under 21, 3 females over 21 and 37 slaves. On page 39 
he shows Landing (surely Landon) Davis with 2 males over 21, 3 females over 21 


and 20 slaves. 


And now, to Ann Carter. She was 13 or 14 years old when she had her 
first child, Mary Ann Davis, -by Landon Davis in 1788. She married Thomas Lan- 
phier on 17 August 1790. By Thomas Lanphier she had over a 23 year period, 
eleven children. In addition, she was delivered of a still born son on 4 Ap- 
ril 1797 and was delivered of another child on 29 November 1811, who died that 
day. 


According to the family record, Ann's first son named after his father, 
Thomas Lanphier, Jr., died in January 1815. In a myriad of legal documents the 
Lanphier name has been spelled many different ways. From the National Archives 
in Washington DC is the record of a Private in Petty's Company 10th Regiment, 
Louisiana Militia in the War of 1812 named Tho. Landfon or Landfou. The mili- 
tary roll dated March 20, 1815, in New Orleans shows the soldier was rendezvou- 
sed on 25 December 1814 and was discharged on 23 January 1815. He died the 
next day 24 January 1815. 


A letter dated 23 July 1975 from Mrs. Mary B. Oalmann, Military Histor- 
jan, State of Louisiana, Military Department, Office of the Adjutant General, 
Jackson Barracks, New Orleans, shows "___ personnel composing the 10th Regiment 
(Colonel Robert Young) were from Feliciana Parish. Apparently the 10th Regi- 


page 38 by Powell A. Casey. Later the 10th and 20th Regiments seem to have 
been consolidated." 


There is no Landfou or Landfon family in that area of Louisiana, but 
there is a Lanphier (Landfair, etc.) family. There is no doubt that the Tho- 
mas Lanphier Jr. who, family records show, died in January 1815 is the Tho, 
Lanfou or Landfon, who died 24 January 1815. He was not quite 24 years of age. 
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Although Ann Carter and her husband, Thomas Lanphier were from Protestant 
families, they followed Spanish law which required even Protestant children to 
be baptized in the Roman Catholic Church. On 4 June 1796, the Lanphiers had 
the following children baptized (the year of birth following their name) in the 
Roman Catholic Church at Natchez: Mary Ann Landfare (Davis) (1788); Thomas 
Landfare (1791); George Robert Landfare (1793); and Joseph Landfare (1794). 
Spanish rule ended jn the Natchez District of Mississippi in 1798, but contin- 
ued in the Florida parishes of Louisiana until 1810. In the Church of St. 
Francis of Point Coupee, Father de Saint Pierre baptized the following Lan- 
phier children on 14 September 1802 (with their date of birth following): Wil- 
liam (1798), David (1802), and Julie (Eunice) (1800). The following children's 
baptisms have not been located: Jessie (1804), Robert (1810), Wellington 
(1814), Isaac (1806). 


Ann Carter Lanphier is mentioned in the will of Colonel Nehemiah Carter, 
her father signed 3 March 1814 and probated 5 April 1814. She predeceased her 
husband, who died before 4 April 1816. 


Louisiana law provides for a family meeting of relatives to consult on 
various problems involving minors. The relatives must live within 30 miles. 
Among the relatives of the minor Lanphier children forming part of the "family 
meeting" were: Ann (Carter) Lanphier's sister (Hannah Carter Palmer), her bro- 
there (Parsons Carter), her nephew and son of Hannah Carter Palmer (Adam Pal- 
mer), the husband of her sister Hannah Carter Palmer (Archibald Palmer), the 
husband of her daughter Eunice Lanphier (John Wheeler), the husband of her nie- 
ce Mary (or Polly) Palmer and daughter of Hannah Carter Palmer (Henry Bennett), 
the husband of her niece Nancy Palmer and daughter of Hannah Carter Palmer 
(Pearce or Pierce Noland) and her nephew and son of her sister Elizabeth or Ale 
Betty Carter Adams (Samuel Adams). 


We have not been able to determine the nature of the accident which re- 
sulted in Mary Ann Davis' death, but will now close our study of her short life 
of approximately thirteen years by noting that was the approximate age of her 
mother, Ann Carter, when she was born.

Magistrates at Natchez. His brother Thomas Hutchins, was made by Congress 
"geographer of the United States." Jonathan Daniels, The Devil's Backbo- 
ne: The Story of the Natchez Trace (1962) pages 28-29. 


bald Palmer was one of three sons of John Palmer described as "...an Irish 
gentleman of refinement and education, an alcalde under the Spanish." On 
14 November 1782 Archibald Palmer married Hannah Carter, a sister of Ann 
(Carter) Lanphier. Their descendants were among the larger landowners and 
Slaveholders of the antebellum south. 


Jesse Carter was a brother of Ann (Carter) Lanphier. In the Friday, Feb- 
ruary 19, 1965 issue of the Jackson, Mississippi Clarion Ledger newspaper 
on page 10, is a picture of "Fair Oaks", home of the Lanneau family since 
1856, then on the Natchez Pilgrimage for the first time. 


The article says George Poindexter "“...who made his home here had earlier 
married Lydia Carter, a beauty and belle who was the daughter of Jesse 
Carter. Carter was a rich and prominent planter of the Mississippi Terri- 
tory at the time of his daughter's marriage to Poindexter in 1804. Poin- 
dexter represented the Whigs of the state and his opinions reflected those 
of the wealthy conservatives and planters of the Natchez District. 


Major Jesse Carter was at one time Commander-in-Chief of the Militia of 
the Mississippi Territory. 


The writer has since been told that it is likely that the Carters and 
Poindexters actually lived in an even earlier house than "Fair Oaks" built 
on the site. 


George Poindexter held numerous offices of public trust over the years: 


Attorney General, Territorial Delegate, Unites States Congressman, Dis- 
trict Judge for the Territory, Governor, and United States Senator. He 
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dominated the Conventiion drawing up Mississippi's Constitution and later 
codified the laws of the State. Janet Sharp Hermann in her Joseph E. Da- 
vis: Pioneer Patriarch (1990) page 29 noted "He was respected for his abi- 
lities but had few personal friends." The Dictionary of American Biogra- 
phy edited by Dumas Malone, Volume XV, pages 29 and 30 notes Poindexter 
was "constantly involved in personal quarrels and newspaper altercations, 


for he was moody and variable in temper." The wealthy merchant Abijah 
Hunt whom he killed in a duel said Poindexter had fired before the sig- 
nal. 


The "Father of Mississippi History" J. F. H. Claiborne in his Mississippi 
As A Province, Territory and State (1880) pages 363-4 exonerates his wife, 
Lydia Carter, from George Poindexter's accusation that she was guilty of 
criminal relations with one who had been a favorite with both of them. 
That favorite was Colonel Thomas G. Percy lovingly described by his des- 
cendant, William Alexander Percy, lawyer-poet of Greenville, Mississippi, 
in his autobiography, Lanterns on the Levee:Recollections of a Planter's 
Son, pages 271-272. William Alexander's father Leroy Percy was a member 
of the United States Senate from Mississippi. Mack Swearingen in his Ear- 
ly Life of George Poindexter (1934) was in agreement that Lydia Carter was 
probably not guilty of the charge. He speaks of Poindexter's “incredibly 
sensitive nature," his "vile disposition" and his "insane jealousy." 


After his divorce from Lydia Carter, George Poindexter married Agatha 
Chinn, a lady of distinguished Virginia ancestry. After her death he mar- 
ried a lady of equally distinguished Bostonian ancestry, Ann Hewes. Mar- 
garet Hewes, sister of Ann (Hewes) Poindexter, married Robert Layton of 
Louisiana and survived all her children except a son, Robert Layton living 
in Monroe, Louisiana. Herman de Bachelle Seebold, M.D., Old Louisiana 
Plantation Homes and Family Trees (Gretna, LA 1971) Volume II, page 186. 


In Poindexter's will recorded in Raymond, Mississippi, he denied having 
male descendants, cutting of his sons by Lydia Carter, Albert Poindexter 
and George Littleton Poindexter. His "fabulous fortune," which his bio- i 
grapher Mack Swearingen said was "...so extensive the author would almost 
sacrifice his claim on the credulity of readers if he listed it. Among 
other things were 20 sections of land on the Rio Grande, to half of which 
he had a clear title. He likewise had large quantities of land in Ken- 
tucky, Louisiana and six counties in Mississippi, property which today 
certainly would be worth many millions" - this estimate in 1934 dollars! i 


After the divorce Lydia Carter moved with her sister, Eliza (Betsy) Carter 
and her brother-in-law, Colonel Israel Elliot Trask to Massachusetts. Ly- jie & 
dia married the Reverend Lewis Williams, whom she predeceased. This wri- 
ter has seen her grave in Brimfield Center Cemetery not far from the Con- 

gregational Church of which her husband was pastor. Eliza's husband, Col- 

onel Trask, served in the Massachusetts Legislature, was a member of the 

State Constitutional Convention and was an incorporator of Amherst Col- 

lege. Their children married into well-known New England and New York fa- 

milies, Tappans, Onderdonks, and Laidlaws. 


11. Ann (Carter) Lanphier had a nephew, General Albert Gallatin Carter, son of 
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her brother Parsons Carter. All of General Albert Gallatin Carter's chil- 
drens but one. were by his second wife, Frances Priscilla Howell, grand- 
daughter of Richard Howell, elected eight times, Governor of New Jersey 
and first cousin to Varina Howell who as the second wife of Jefferson Da- 
vis served as "First Lady of the Confederacy," and of Varina's sister, 
Jane Kempe Howell, who married William S. Waller, grandson of President 
John Tyler. President Davis' first wife, Sarah Knox Taylor, daughter of 
General and later President of the United States, Zachary Taylor, died 
while on a visit to Jefferson Davis' sister, Ann Eliza Davis and her hus- 
band, Luther L. Smith and was buried in their family cemetery on Locust 
Grove Plantation near St. Francisville, Louisiana. 


Ann (Carter) Lanphier's niece, Elizabeth Penny Carter, a daughter of Par- 
son Carter, married Captain John Caffery Walker (1796-1861) a son of Uni- 
ted States Senator George Walker of Kentucky (1764-1819) and his wife, Ra- 
chel Caffery and a great-nephew of Rachel (Donelson) Jackson, wife of Gen- 
eral and later President of the United States Andrew Jackson. Rachel (Do- 
nelson) Jackson's sister was Mary (Donelson) Caffery, wife of John Caf- 
fery, Captain Walker's grandparents. 


On 31 December 1775 Landon Davis got a British grant of 100 acres by fam- 
ily right and 100 acres by purchase at the junction of the Amite and Co- 
mite Rivers. He is said to have been from Georgia "but because of trouble 
did not wish to return there." This probably shows he was a Loyalist or 
Tory. On 10 July 1776 a Lewis Davis - most likely the brother of Landon 
Davis - got a grant of 1000 acres by family right and 500 acres bounty on 
Castang Bayou with a part on Lake Pontchartrain. Lewis is described as 
"From Georgia seeking asylum (surely a Loyalist) wife, 1 child, 13 negro- 
es." 


The land around Baton Rouge belonged to Great Britain until 1779, so any 
Spanish grant would be after that date. 


There is a question in my mind as to whether the wife of Landon Davis, Se- 
nior, and the mother of Landon Davis, Junior, Hugh Davis and Robert Davis 
was named Martha. I think Martha Davis who got the 600 acre grant on the 
waters of Homochitto in 1788 - the same time Landon Davis got 800 acres on 
the Homochitto - was the sister-in-law of Landon Davis, Senior and the wi- 
dow of his brother Lewis Davis who died in 1784. When the heirs of Martha 
Davis claimed the 600 acres she owned, Lewis Davis signed the legal paper. 
McBee Natchez court Records, page 65. Landon Davis, Senior and his wife 
had apparently no child named Lewis. 


Please note also that the 800 acres given Landon Davis in 1788 was sold in 
1804 to Hugh Davis. He did not inherit it. McBee Natchez Court Records, 
page 465. 


Robert Davis noted he held in succession from his father 4 slaves, horses 
and cattle. In 1795 he asked for 800 acres between Buffalo and Thompson's 
creeks adjoining Ezekiel Forman. McBee Natchez Court Records, page 500. 


Was this Robert Davis the husband of the Mary Nicholson, who was a daugh- 
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ter of Henry Nicholson? In McBee's Natchez Court Records page 466 is a 
Spanish grant of 600 acres on the south fork of the Homochitto adjacent to 
Martha Davis in 1788 to William Webb, who sold the land to James Nichol- 
son. He died and willed his real estate to the children of Henry Nichol- 
son: William Nicholson, Mary Davis, wife of Robert Davis, Samuel Nichol- 
son, Pamella Nicholson and Henry Nicholson, Jr. Landon Davis was a wit- 
ness to the claim in 1804. 


In 1788 James Nicholson, Captain of Militia in Galvez Town, asked for land 
adjourning William Webb and Landon Davis. He was given 600 acres on Bayou 
Aux Boeufs, 20 miles south of the Fort adjoining Archibald Palmer and 
Jesse Carter. 


16. Lewis Davis noted that he had 4 slaves and horses and cattle in succession 
from his father and in 1795 asked for 800 acres between Buffalo and Thomp- 
son's Creeks adjoining Ezekiel Forman. McBee Natchez Court Records, page 
465. 


17. William Webb on 10 July 1776 was granted 450 acres by family right and 250 
acres bounty on Lake Pontchartrain adjoining lower line of Lewis Davis. 
He was from Georgia and had a wife, one son of age, one daughter and five

This book deals largely with the many direct descendants of two 
people - JAMES DAVIS and his wife ELIZABETH WORTHY. 


2 Their fathers, Daniel Davis and John G. Worthy came to the Missis- 
; sippi Territory at an early age and were friendly neighbors and land 
owners for many years. Two of the Worthy girls, Elizabeth and Nancy, 
- married two of the Davis boys, James and William, beginning the Davis- 
Worthy connections. The old letters to Joe Worthy reproduced. on the 
following pages, stimulated “the author’s 
interest in these families when he first 
read them in 1937. This interest accumu- 
lated over 18 years. We are limited to the 
history of only one of these families in 
this book, namely JAMES DAVIS and 
wife ELIZABETH WORTHY who had 
seven children and seventy-seven grand- 
children and- their. many effsprings.

OUR FIRST KNOWN KIN TO SETTLE IN THE MISS. TERRITORY 


His Life In The Pioneer Days 


No person can read the early history of our Mississippi Territory) 
without a genuine appreciation of all our forefathers. The records reveal: - 
such a great change from their times to ours. ib. 

Those of us who use the airways, public roads, highways, railroads} ; 
and steamship lines in 1955 will have to stretch our imaginations to visual-} 
ize this country as it was in the early 1800’s. 

In 1798 Congress created the Territory of Mississippi with bounds} 
including the present State of Alabama. The U.S. Census of 1800 shows al 
population of 8850. The country our first known kin, Daniel Davis, came 
to about 1804-7 was without roads and had been under the rule of Indian? 
Chieftains before the Choctaw Treaty of 1805. Treaties with the eee

tricts. Also “in the course of a few years the region had been claimed by 
England, Spain, Georgia and the United States,” causing mixed feelings; 1 
of allegiance among our earliest settlers. In 1785 Georgia - one of 18 origi-} 
nal states - opposed this Territory falling into the hands of Spain, unsuc- 
cessfully. The first Mississippi Territory claimed by the United States in} 
1783 did not cover the north half of the State until 1804 nor the coast 
county section until 1812. This bit of history shows not only the unsettled} 
country but the unsettled conditions our first settlers had to face ‘ 
choosing locations. 
New Orleans and the Territory of Louisiana west of the Miesiesipoi t 
River belonged to Spain since 1763. In 1800 Napoleon forced Spain to give h 
this region to France; Then, in 1803 he surprised the world by selling this 
vast area to the United States for $15,000,000. This purchase relieved the 
Mississippi River trade and transportation of cotton, tobacco etc., and 
encouraged a greater movement of early settlers to the Louisiana and 
Mississippi Territories. In 1809 Congress extended the right of suffrage} ,, 
to this Mississippi Territory. 
Indian trouble soon flared when in the war with England in 1812, 
the Indians were influenced to fight the settlers of the Mississippi Territory s 
Many small settlements in the eastern part were attacked by the Creek 
Indians. One hundred and five soldiers and several hundred people were} S 
gathered at Fort Mims for safety when the Creeks attacked and killed allj N 
men, women and children except 25 or 30. This massacre angered thet ° 
people in the western part of the territory along the Pearl and Mis-+ 
sissippi Rivers who quickly organized troops and with the aid of the Choc- 
taws destroyed their chief town, Escanachaha, the Holy City of the Creeksf ; 
which they believed could never be taken. The Mississippi troops weref 
payless, ragged, shoeless and hungry but were soon aided by Tennesseans,} 
organized and led by the great fighting General Andrew Jackson. Thet 
American troops defeated the Creeks and a treaty was made in 1814. ] 
Our kin, Daniel Davis, born in North Carolina in 1772 came from 
Georgia to the Mississippi Territory when he was about 38 to 35 years old 
and first settled in the Pearl River Valley about 1804-7. ON 
The importance of rivers and streams in those days to the lives off Xt 
our forefathers should be realized, not only for transportation, mail andt 
trade, but as a source of ‘deer and turkey for food and fur bearing animals. 
It was good farm and livestock land. In the early days before fires were; 
set by Indians and early settlers, to route bear and other game for the 
arrow or rifle bullet, old timers say even hillsides of this country abounded}.

with evergreen cane for year round fattening of cattle and sheep. This was 
attractive country to earlier livestock settlers who migrated to this 


- southern region in great numbers in the early 1800’s. 


Spain still claimed the present coastal area until a revolt centering 
around Baton Rouge in 1810 added these areas to the United States. The 
Western part of Louisiana and the Eastern to Mississippi Territory, with 


; Pearl River the dividing line. By this time U. S. Census shows a population 
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of 40,352. 


It is interesting to note that our foreparent, Daniel Davis, owned 
lands and lived on both sides of Pearl River: In Mississippi three times 
and Louisiana twice. He first settled in Mississippi from about 1805 te 
1810. Then he moved to Feliciana. Parish, La., in 1811 and purchased, by 
certificate, 441 acres of public land situated on “Little Pretty Creek” four 
miles South of the Miss. La. border. This was about six and one-half miles 
from John G. Worthy’s home in Amite County, Mississippi. 


In 1816 Pike County’s Eastern border reached to Pearl River and 
Daniel Davis bought and-moved_on_160 acres. in the extreme South East. 
corner near the River and the Louisiana line. In that year only three 
counties, Wilkerson, Amite and Pike had been formed between the Missis- 
opi and Pearl Rivers, ~.———----_-_- 


Records revealed that Daniel resided in a radius of 10 miles on 
either side of Pearl River. 1st. 1805-1810 Old Washington Territory (now 


+} Marion Co.) 2nd., 1811 to 1815 across Pear] River to Louisiana, 8rd., 1816 


+ to Pike County (now Walthall) and after 1820 he returned to his Louisiana 
- home. The 1820 population was 75,448. Daniel purchased 160 acres of

When Daniel Davis moved to Copiah County in 1828 his oldest son 
James was 24 years old. At 25 James married Elizabeth Worthy and 
bought land from Daniel and Esther in 1888. They settled on lands ad- 
joining and near their Davis and Worthy parents. 


The Daniel Davis family owned an entire section and were a closely 

haa family unit there for over 20 years. A son, William Davis, married 

Nancy Worthy and in 1840 moved to Hancock County. By 1840 the popu- 
lation of Mississippi had grown to 375,651. 


Before moving to Hancock County James Davis sold his homestead 
in 1844 to his father Daniel, Another son, Israel, moved on the place and 
resided there with his wife, Mary C. Hamilton, until January 1851. About 
this time Daniel’s wife Esther died at the age of 68 and he sold his home- 

_ stead to their son Israel. Daniel was near 78 years old and soon moved 
to Old Harrison County. From there he made a deed in 1854 disposing 
of his last real estate in Copiah County of 161 acres to Samuel Nickols 
for $600.00. Yellow fever epidemics swept the country in 1853, 1878 and 
1879. In 1878 Biloxi’s 2000 people had 600 cases and 45 deaths. By 1902, 
it was brought under control. 


Daniel reached the age of about 85 and spent his last years before 
his death, 1856-8 at his Home near Red Creek in Old Harrison - now Stone 
County. The population of Mississippi by 1860 was 781,305. The State se-{. 
ceeded in 1861. 


There were still no public or railroads and the people from as far 
north as the Black and and Red Creek area followed the Old Red Creek 
road into Pass Christian’s Menge Avenue to their trading center and 
post office at the time. With 6 and 8 yoke ox teams carrying wool, cotton,} © 
venison, turkey, hides, furs, corn and honey. They returned with barrels} © 
of flour, salt, kerosene, dry goods, wicks, tools and whiskey. The L. & N. 
Railroad was not completed until 1869 and Gulfport started when the G &} < 
SI Railroad was begun in 1877 and reached Saucier, 20 miles away in 1881.) 


The last known residence of Daniel Davis was south of Red Creek 
near the mouth of Rester Creek on the east side where he was buriedit;

The marriage of James Davis and Elizabeth Worthy, at the ages of 


125 and 17 respectively, joined the families of two outstanding pioneer men 
:F who had been neighbors in various counties in the pioneer days. Their 
parents were John G. Worthy and (A) Daniel Davis. 


Their relations as neighbor land owners and the history of their day 


‘Fis given on previous pages to acquaint the reader with the lives and times 


of these first known ancestors of ours. They were men of clear minds and 


| level heads who had the foresight to choose good river-side locations and 
‘af provide well for their families. They helped form the first counties. In this 


peviod there was not a road in the state - few, if any, four wheel wagons 


.f{ wid certainly not a buggy. 


There was a trail from the Georgia Colony throveh thie pear bnow 


aus cre “Tiree Cropped Way’ waien led on up to the largest community in 


the Territory, Natchez. Here the first printing press and weekly newspaper 
Was established when James was four years old. He was 34 years old 
and he and Elizabeth had been married nine vears with 4 children when 
the first Standard Gauge Railroad was built in the United States, from 
Woodville, Miss. to St. Martinsville, La. in 1838. That year, James bought 
Some adjoining land from his father, Daniel, in Copiah County where the 
Davis and Worthy families lived as neighbors for some twenty years. 

James was 35 when the first Capitol was built in Jackson. 

The thought of having a similar history to this on the families of 
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the writer hopes it will be done. 
The first five children of James and Elizabeth Worthy Davis were 


born in Copiah County. In 1844 he sold his land holdings to his father and, 


moved to Hancock (now Pearl River) County near Caesar where their 7 
children were reared. 


Our earliest settlers had to be courageous, very strong and even} 
brave men and women to actually survive. Their source of food was the} 
wild turkey, deer, and other wild life of the forests and fish from thet 
streams. Their first effort to clear lands with axes and cultivate with, 


wooden tools required stamina. Planting of rice, tobacco, indigo and corn 
was followed by the introduction of cotton in a small way. 


The raising of cattle, sheep and hogs on the vast, wide, open rangesf 
finally became their main source of livelihood. The first trade penton 


were established at Mobile and New Orleans. 


Later, other market settlements were developed at Mississippi City, : 
Shieldsboro, Pass Christian and Woolmarket on the coast and Gainesville ; 
on Pearl River. At these trading posts they secured such luxuries asf 

‘brown sugar, coffee, oils, candles, salt, quinine, calico, gingham and jeans.) . 
These were the early markets for venison, turkey and furs and later beef} - 
cattle and wool. Some of us living today recall our parents telling of their} ' 
early life on these winding trails through virgin pine timbers and swampy} 


bays. 


With four wheel ox teams and a driver with buck skin whip theye 


trod slowly by day with loads of wool; they camped at night and grazed 
their teams - the trusted rifle always at hand for protection and to supply 
fresh meats. 


Grandmother Elizabeth Worthy Davis was past middle age when the : 


L. & N. Railroad was! built along the coast from New Orleans. Later, 
when the New Orleans and North Eastern was built, she was thrilled by; 


train whistles that passed Richardson just a short while before her death,f 
at the age of 82. Many of her days were spent with her girls, making cloth} 
by using a pair of hand cards, readying wool for the spinning wheel andi 


the hand loom. 


In this area there was little manufacturing - a tannery, the making off 
shoes with simple hand instruments - then the cabinet maker and the} 


valued blacksmith. Some of Grandmother Elizabeth’s modern home sup- 
plies were the sulphur match, iron kettle and pots, hand made pot hooks, 
a straw broom, and a washing block at the creek side with battling paddle. 

Cooking and eating were done in the large log kitchens built separate: 


ly from and back of the house. A big open fire place served as a stove’ and! 
home made iron stands were used to set pots of food on when cooking}. 
over the hot coals. Each kitchen had medern venting through the:-wiret 
grass and clay chimney. Cleanliness and the wholesomeness of the food ist 


pronounced in the pictures of the healthy children they grew. 


James and Elizabeth Davis made their greatest contribution tof 
life and Country when they produced 7 well trained, healthy children} 
They were remarkable people but without a flair. While a great percentagef 
of their offspring are successful citizens, home and farm builders and good 


livestockmen who are rearing and educating their children - there are 
hundreds of them in business and other professions.

date only who are highly rated financially, socially and professionally in 


their respective fields. It would not be correct nor fair to say that all off 
some 3060 offsprings measured up to the recognized social standards - of}

4 14 years of age when his parents moved, probably by steam boat, down 
Pearl River from Copiah to Hancock County near Caesar in 1844. 

The record of this family literally speaks for itself. William lived 
to be 92 and his 18 children not only out- 
numbered all his brothers’ and sisters’ 
children - but 3 living in 1955 averaged 88 
years and the other 15 averaged 70 years. 
That is a testimony in eloquent language 
relative to diet, health and longevity that 
would marvel a modern day scientist. Be- 
ing a day when doctors were so few, it is 
reasonable to assume that all 18 children 
neighbors acting as “Grannies”.

This fifth child of James and Elizabeth Worthy Davis was born in Co- 
piah County in 1842, just before his parents moved to what was then Han- 
cock; now Pearl River County, in 1844. He married Anna Ccoper who was 
a sister of Cornelius who married Nancy Davis. 


Frank and Anna had 10 children plus 43 grandchildren by 1955 and 
many great grandchildren in the 118 years since his birth. This family 
lived on a farm in that area and like most of the earlier settlers they 
raised cattle, sheep and hogs when hunting and fishing in the virgin 
forests and streams was both profitable and a source of food supply for 
those large families. 


It is interesting to observe the names of the seven children and 77 
grandchildren of James and Elizabeth Davis in the Key Index of this 
book. Most of the seven children named a daughter for their mother and 
all seven families have at least, one named for her, or her brothers and 
sisters. Evidently this mother of Frank was a most outstanding, charming 
woman whose strength of character was passed on to all who are blood kin.

Halbert’s Under Cease 
and Desist Order 


Halbert's, Inc., of Bath, Ohio, a mail or- 
der firm that markets surname products, 


has agreed to the provisions of a cease | 


and desist order issued by the United 
States Postal Service (USPS) in Novem- 
ber 1995. "Halbert's", "Family Book Of- 
fer" and "Historic Book Offer" are trade 


names used by Numa Corporation of | 


Akron, Ohio. 


On 23 March 1995, the National Ge- 
nealogical Society (NGS), with the sup- 
port of the Federation of Genealogical 
Societies (FGS), submitted to the United 
States Postal Service's Chief Counsel, 
Consumer Protection, a 120-page report 
on Halbert's marketing practices with the 
request that these practices be investi- 
gated. 


NGS and FGS also launched a "grass 
roots" campaign to encourage the partic- 
ipation and cooperation of genealogists 
nationwide. A brochure and companion 
flyer entitled "PSSST! Wanna Buy Your 
Name?" were mailed to genealogical so- 
cieties and libraries. Societies were asked 
to reprint the cartoon and brochure text 
in their newsletters. Librarians were 
asked to post the flyer on their bulletin 
boards. As a result, many people wrote 
to NGS and its Ethics Committee about 
the solicitation materials they had re- 
ceived from Halbert's, and others wrote 
directly to the US. Postal Inspection Ser- 
vice. 


On 21 November 1995, the Postal Ser- 
vice issued a supplemental cease and de- 


cease and desist orders issued against 
Halbert's in 1985 and 1988 remain in ef- 
fect. 


The supplemental order issued in 
November 1995 includes the following 
provisions: 


° Halbert's was ordered to cease 
and desist from falsely representing ... 
that (1) a solicitation for a surname- 


related product was sent by a relative of |

I have two Davis lines which need resolution. However, I may have found the answer 
on one, but require additional proof on each. The first is Anne DAVIS who married 
Samuel WESTCOTT about 1740 in Providence, Rhode Island (See Ahnentafel chart 
on page 6). Birth-wise they seem to fit, but I need confirmation of their descendants. 
If anyone can provide information and proof, I would appreciate it. 

My other Davis line stems from Abigail DAVIS who married my William TEFFT 
about 1767, also in Providence, Rhode Island. After William died in July, 1775, Abigail 
married Oliver BATES on 26 Feb., 1778 in Scituate, Rhode Island. I do not know 
when or where Abigail (Davis) (Tefft) Bates died.

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John Davis of Louisa County, Virginia 


John Davis of Louisa Co., VA has been 
established as the progenitor of the Davis 
family of Lynchburg and Bedford 
County through various civil and reli- 
gious records. His name first appears in 
the public record of Louisa County in a 
1743 deed which conveyed 140 acres to 
Robert Davis, also of Louisa Co. This 
land was part of a tract John had pur- 
chased sometime after 1736. the year it 
was patented. In February, 1751, John 
Davis was received by his request into 
the Camp Creek Monthly Meeting of 
Friends in Louisa Co. Robert Davis had 
been received seven months earlier, and 
Richard Davis a few months later. 
Whether the three Davises were brothers 
or otherwise related has not been deter- 
mined. That John was received by the 
Friends at his own request, and produced 
no certificate [of removal] from another 
Meeting, in all likelihood meant that he 
was a recent convert to the Quaker faith. 
His children, with the exception of 
“Dickey”, AKA Richard Davis. and 
grandchildren were mentioned through- 
out the minutes of the Camp Creek 
Monthly Meeting (Louisa Co.), South 
River M.M. (Campbell Co.), and Goose 
Creek M.M. (Bedford Co.). 

John Davis’s will, written in 1772, was 
proved in Louisa Co. Court in April, 
1773, named his wife, Susannah, and 
sons Samuel, Micajah, William, and 
Dickey. Also named were daughters 
Elizabeth, Ann, and Mary. His estate 
was comprised of a plantation of more 
than 900 acres which was to be divided 
amongst his four sons and three Negroes 
which were eventually to go to his 
daughters. [The Quakers of Virginia had 
begun to take a strong stand against slav- 
ery in 1772, but did not forbid their 
members to own or hire slaves until 


1775]. 
In 1802 the sons of Samuel Davis, 
dec’d, of Campbell Co., namely 


William, John, Thomas, and Micajah 
Davis, sold a tract of 453 '% acres in 
Louisa Co., left to them by their father in 
1798 and described in the deed as “being 
the land of our grandfather,John Davis, 
devised to our father and Micajah Davis 
of which our father held equal moity”. 


The question of John Davis’s origins 
have not yet been answered. The oral 
tradition of the Davis family in which 
four sons of John Davis of Shropshire, 
England are said to have immigrated to 
Virginia may well have it’s basis in fact 
as well as hearsay, erring only in the mat- 
ter of which generation it was that first 
settled in this country. It is possible that 
John came to Louisa Co. with three 
brothers around 1740, for certainly there 
were other Davises (Robert, Isaac, 
William, and David) engaged in land 
transactions in the 1740s and 1750s in 
that county. Future research into the 
deed books of Hanover Co. (from which 
Louisa Co. was established in 1742) and 
in land grant records in Richmond, 
should tell us more about our Davis an- 
cestors and their earliest years in Amer- 
ica.

Looking for information on Jacob Davis of 
Pre-Revolutionary era in Virginia 


Jacob Davis, Sr. was born c. 1740 in Scotland, as the information was given to me. I 
have no proof of this. His wife’s name is unknown. The story goes: he came to Virginia 
before the Revolution with four brothers. The brother’s names are unknown. 

Jacob, Sr. had two proven sons, Jacob, Jr. and Stephen. Jacob, Jr. was b.c. 1769, 
place unknown, and married 26 Dec. 1789, Mary Ann “Polly” Neal. She was related 
to the Beaver Pond Neals. They had five children. Stephen died an old man and was 


unmarried. 


I have found the following Jacob Davises in Virginia records, but no relationship has 


been established:

Since I and two other researchers have 
not been able to track our Davis line any 
further back than 1810 in Franklin 
County, Indiana, they are at present Indi- 
ana Davises. Several sources indicate 
that a Thornton Davis was born in 
Franklin Co., IN in 1810. One of them 
states that his father was Travis Davis. 
That source was the oral history given by 
his great-granddaughter shortly before 
her death. Although I have found docu- 


mentation of a Travis Davis in that area, 


at that time, I have not been able to inde- 


pendently prove or confirm that he is our : 
line, nor have I been able to identify his . 


wife. It appears that he had at least nine 
children, however follow-up on each of 
them has failed to identify their parents. 
Several Davises in this area married 
Wakefields and in the following genera- 
tions there were several Davis-Dooley 
marriages. Other surnames in the pre- 
1810 generation, besides the previously 
mentioned, were Shirley, Mason, 
Ryker, and Higgs. All of whom trace 
back to South Carolina, Virginia, and 
England. In fact, the section of Indiana 
where Thornton and Sara Davis set- 
tled, had their children, died, and were 
buried was called the “Carolina Settle- 
ment”. There are a number of South Car- 
olina Davises that I’m sure were part of 
my line but because I’m stalemated at 
Travis, I’m unable to connect to them.

I am researching the Davis ancestors in my family tree. Amy A. Davis was born about 
1788 in South Carolina and died after 1880. She was the daughter of Isham Davis and 
Winefred Broughton Woodard. Her mother was a widow when she married Isham 
Davis. Her maiden name was Broughton. Amy A. Davis married Henry Franks. They 
had many children. I have lots of information on her descendants. She lived to be in her 
90s. She lived in North Carolina and Tennessee as an adult. She was on the census of 
1880 living with her son, James Davis Franks, in Madison or Macon Co., NC. I have 
a copy of Isham Davis’ Revolutionary War pension application, and also Winefred’s 
pension application. There were many Isham Davises during that period of time, but 
mine was a Revolutionary War soldier in South Carolina. He may have been married 
twice. The name of his first wife is not known. According to my information his daugh- 
ter Amy was born in South Carolina. Her husband was born in Pittsylvania Co., Vir- 
ginia. Isham and Winefred moved into Bumcombe County, North Carolina. This area 
later became Madison County.

I literally happened to trip upon your 
web page, and got so genuinely excited, 
that I nearly choked on my lunch. I have 
a Davis who has been so elusive, I don’t 
know what to do! 

Caroline DAVIS married Robert 
Didlake BULLOCK in Sumner County, 
TN on the 6th of June, 1854 (I have a 
copy of the marriage bond, and got to 
hold it, literally in my hands when I first 
started researching, it was an exciting 
moment for me). It is believed that Car- 
oline had a middle initial of K., but I have 
found no evidence other than her grave- 
stone which is located in Franklin Co., 
Illinois (I have a picture of it). She also 
had a younger sister, Martha. Upon 
finding the McClung Collection in Knox- 
ville, TN, I decided to search through 
census records, rather than depending on 
indices. Upon doing so, I found that in 
1850, Caroline was living with her 
brother, James Davis, the proprietor of 
Epperson Springs in Macon Co., TN, 
and in the census, there is, I presume the 
father of these two, John Davis. In 
1860, Caroline and Robert were still re- 
siding in Epperson Springs, with Robert 


being the blacksmith for the resort. 
John, however, had passed away within 
the 10 vear period of time. During the 
Civil War. according to the book What- 
ever Happened to Epperson Springs, the 
resort became an encampment for civil 
war soldiers, and was called Camp Jim 
Davis. Again, Robert Bullock and wife 
resided there with their children; he as a 
blacksmith. After the Civil War, Robert 
Didlake Bullock and family moved to 
Franklin Co., Illinois. It is believed that

WILSON DAVIS of Virginia and Missouri 


According to the index to the 1820 census of Virginia, Wilson Davis lived in the Isle 
of Wight County area. He is also listed as the surety for the marriage of Nicholas 
Jordan and Charlotte Chapman on 7 July 1798. In the biographical sketch of his 
grandson. James Wilson Davis, it is stated, "Wilson Davis came to Missouri in 1820 
and took land in Chariton County. He had a family of thirteen children. His youngest 
child was named Aquilla." According to the 1820 census there were eleven boys and 
two girls. Son, Aquilla Davis, learned civil engineering at Glasgow, MO under Apple- 
gate, whom he aided in sectioning seven counties in the Platte Purchase. He married 
Ann Ryan on 4 July 1841, daughter of James Ryan. Later Aquilla moved to Cass 
County, MO and continued surveying. He married second Elizabeth Cynthia Bur- 
ney, 3 October 1843, and they were the parents of James Wilson, William H., 
Charles Aquilla, Alfred A., Pheba A., Mary Jane, Emma C., and Martha E. 
Davis. Aquilla and family moved to Johnson County, KS about 1861 and shortly there- 
after to Franklin County, KS where they remained until 1874. They then moved to 
Beulah, CO where he became postmaster and surveyor for Pueblo County.

Halbert's was ordered to cease and desist 
from "... representing, directly or indi- 
rectly that advertising has been ap- 
proved by the United States Postal Ser- 
vice." The consent agreement entered 
into by Halbert's in November 1995 con- 
tains several other provisions. Halbert's 
may submit proposed advertising to the 
USPS General Counsel not more than 
three times per calendar year to obtain an 
opinion on whether the advertising vio- 
lates cease and desist orders. Halbert's 
must pay $2,000 for each submission to 
defray investigative, administrative, and 
legal costs incurred by the Postal Ser- 
vice. For a period of one year from the 
date of execution of the consent agree- 
ment, Halbert's must, "....within ten (10) 
days after written request therefor, pay 
full and unconditional double cash re- 
funds, including postage, handling, and 
deposits, to all consumers who have pre- 
viously requested in writing to 
(Halbert's], and not received within thirty

sent agreement]." Halbert's must also ac- 
cept and honor refund requests from the 
Better Business Bureau, the Postal In- 
spection Service, the Ohio Attorney 
General's Office, and any other duly 
constituted governmental entity which 
has received complaints from consumers 
about its promotions.

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Our Irish cousins, the Davisons of Knockboy, Broughshane, County Antrim 
(Northern Ireland) 


Although the Davisons of Knockbov were one of County Antrim's 
longest established gentry families. having settled in Broughshame 
anterior to the Plantation of Ulster, mystery has always surrounded its 
origin. My late cousin, Lord Broughshane. believed our ancestors to 
be of Scottish descent and accordingly his entry in Burke's Peerage 
claimed to trace the family to Dundee. This opinion rested neither on 
fact nor even on "family tradition" but merely on the basis that some of 
the early Davisons of Knockboy were Presbyterian whilst most of their 
neighbours were indeed of Scottish ancestry. The religious affiliation of 
the family cannot be accepted as a proof of racial origin not least 
because. for much of the seventeenth century. until the Episcopalian 
reaction under Archbishop King of Dublin (1650-1729), who 
encouraged the Irish Parliament in the persecution of Presbyterians. 
almost every protestant clergyman in Ulster had subscribed to the 
Calvinist doctrines of the "Confession of Westminster" . Furthermore 
the Davisons were not exclusively Presbyterian in belief but were 
equally happy to worship in the Established Church of Ireland. 


Whilst religious affiliation is at best an uncertain guide to racial origins, 
heraldry is always a more reliable indication. Scottish heraldry has. for 
many centuries, been based on the theory of the 'Clan'. To this day the 
Lord Lyon King of Arms in granting new arms to a given applicant 
bases such armorial bearings closely on those of the recognised Chief of 
that surname. Every Davidson/Davison armigerous family of Scottish 
descent features the famour pheons and stag couchant of the Davidsons 
of Tulloch, Chief of the Name. in their arms. It is a striking fact that the 
arms of the Davisons of Knockboy feature neither charge. This is 
because our family was not of Scottish origin but represents a cadet line 
of the Davisons of Durham and Northumberland. 


Alexander Davison provides us with a well researched and detailed 
pedigree of our family tracing it back in the direct male line to one 
Walter Davison. a merchant of Newcastle upon Tyne. who was born 
during the reign of Henry VI. of England. From Walter descends not 
only the several Davison families of Blakiston. Beamish. Knockboy. 
ct cetera. but, through the daughters of these houses. countless Peers

It must be admitted, without embarrassment or excuse. that the Davisons 


of Knockboy never MADE history. For the most part successive 
generations lived the quiet and contented life of the rural gentry. They 


belonged to what one would now call "the contented classes" and avoided 
both political and religious con-troversy. Only in the mid-nineteenth 


century did a Davison aspire to membership of the House of Commons, 


whilst in the twentieth century, Sir William Davison. the first Lord 
Broughshame, was a noted parliamentarian. 


The Davisons of Knockboy are no longer "of Knockbov" but it is natural 
that they still consider it to be their "ancestral home". when it was indeed 
their seat for some three centuries. All that remains in Broughshane to 
mark the passing of our family are a few mon- uments of stone and glass: 
the former solid and enduring. like the family, the latter a material of 
transmission. These are surely appropriate monuments for the Davisons 
still endure in the male line and our blood has been transmitted, through the 
ladies of our house, to the British Roval Family, the Earls of Elgin, Morton, 
Pembroke and Avon, the Barons Auckland and Amherst, and to many 
equally distinguished families.

ancestors, who were slaves 

A will from Chulahoma, Marshall Co., 
MS, dated Ist May, 1854 was attached to 
a another larger will of Susan Davis. The 
smaller will stated as follows: “Be it known 
to all whom it may concern that I Joseph 
A. Davis of the county of Marshall and 
state of Mississippi being sound in body or 
of usual health and of sound mind, being 
mindful of this uncertainty of life, do make 
and ordain this my last will and testament 
to my brother John Davis Item, the final 
two negro boys by the name of Samuel, a 
malatto about 35 years old, also 
Alexander, a malatto about 24 years old, 
and all my town property that I hold in the 
town of Chulahoma Ms., also all my notes 
and money, and my bed & furniture, also 
my gray horse, and everything that belongs 
to me re: given under my hand and seal this 
May Ist, 1850 in presence of L. Parish, 
J.A. Davis. Filed Nov. 27, 1854.” 


This is a possible record of the slave Sam 
Davis, who was my husband's gr-gr 
grandfather. No proof has been deter- 
mined yet. 


Sam Davis was born 1813 in NC, and his 
parents also came from NC (according to 
census records). He was married to a 
Phoebe Jones, who came from GA. Sam 
died in 1880 in Marshall Co., MS. Nothing 
is known about his activities or whereabouts 
during the Civil War. Sam & Phoebe had 
the following ch: Sammy J., who m. wife 
Delia Pegues; James, m. wife America 
Suggs; Susan, m. Aaron Jones; Tobe, m 
wife Buelah Cartwright; Sallie, m. Israel 
Ingram; John; and Thomas. 


Apparently, not long after the war ended, 
Sam was able to purchase some land in the 
Chulahoma area of Marshall Co., MS. In 
1874, he purchased 40 acres from Jasper 
Jones. Then in 1876, he was able to pur- 
chase another 40 acres from Joe Jones. In 
1880 the records show he sold 43 acres to 
Sam “Sammy” Davis Jr. and 43 acres to 
James Davis. 


Tobe also purchased many acres of land 
on his own after 1895. Sammy & Delia 
(Pegues) lived on the family farm and raised 
their family. They had the following ch: 
Willie, Lula, Todd, Magnolia, and Susan. 
Their daughter, Magnolia, continued to live 
on the family farm through two husbands 
and two separate families (King & Jones). 
After, Magnolia kept the farm going. Her 
children grew and she also raised two 
grandsons. They helped her keep up the 
farm. To this day, Magnolia's child-ren and 
cousins still own this original Davis farm in 
Marshall Co., MS.

recorder had to rely on the info given to her concern- 


ing age/place of birth etc. and sometimes people did 
not remember correctly where or when they were 
born. Check succeeding census reports to verify birth 
years. A good rule of thumb is the closer the census 
year's report to the birth date of the individual, the 
more reliable is the age information contained in the 
report. 

Finally remember when digging for buried ances- 
tors in the census reports that the place of report is 
most likely correct, but that some items which are left 
to the memory of an individual may perhaps be 
wrong. Because of the inconsistencies in the census 
reports they should be used as a starting point for 
research. Other archival records such as birth/ 
death certificates; obituaries; etc. should be con- 
sulted. 

Whenever consulting census reports for infor- 
mation, always consider how accurate the infor- 
mation on the report is. If a given name cannot 
be located through census indexes in the sup- 
posed area of residence then: Check alternate 
surname spellings -- even bizarre spellings. 
Check in a different area -- perhaps the family 
had moved, or perhaps the original information 
was incorrect. Check all listings for that sur- 
name in the state, starting with the most obvi- 
ous. 

Check siblings / cousins / aunts / uncles cen- 
sus records. Many times a sibling check may 
yield the parents name, origin of birth, etc. 
Check preceding / succeeding census records to 
get a clue as to where the person actually lived.

His father served in the only 
aerial photography squadron in 
World War I, Davis’ son,

“Davis was my neighbor on

Here in Houma Davis came 
down to earth photographically. 
He took picture portraits of 
thousands of Houmans. Many 
photographs of old-timers you 
see in the newspapers today 
bear Davis’ special hallmark. 
He snapped pictures on land 
and sea, photographs of shrimp 
trawlers, bayou scenes, and lots 
of others. You will see his 
photographs hanging on the 
walls of many Houma homes 
and in many family albums. 

By 1936 the World War I ace 
was up in the air again 
’ photographically. This time he 
was flying over uncharted 
terrain in peacetime pursuits, 
not over enemy lines in wartime 
missions. ; 

When World War II struck, 
the rigid government restric- 
tions against carrying cameras 
in airplanes forced him out of 
business. He spent World II as a 
wartime welder. 

When the war clouds were 
past, he was up: in the clouds 
again with his camera. 

An air traveler today flying 
om one of these modern magic 
rarpets called aeroplanes can 
ook down and watch the map 
‘ome to life on planet earth. 

In some cases he could be 
tetting a bird’s eye view of 
naccessible, uncharted terrain 
chat had never been mapped. A 
man in the air with a camera 
could shoot mosaic film of these 
rugged and unmapped places. 
In cases where maps were non- 
existent or so inaccurate as to 
be practically worthless these 
aerial mosaics could prove 
valuable. The cypress swamps 
and salt marshes. of South 
Louisiana, for instance. 
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as he 


about the vital role - aerial 
photography played in the 
petroleum industry, especially 
in the exploratory operations. 

The terrain of South 
Louisiana, he wrote, consists to 
a major degree of tidal mar- 
shes, swamplands, and a 
complex system of waterways, 


- natural and man-made. These 


afford every type of tran- 
sportation obstacles to the earth 
traveler, not to mention timber 
rattlesnakes and water moc- 
casins. 


It is in this terrain, he added. 


that aerial photography has 
become recognized as a most 
valuable accessory to the 
production of oil. 

The petroleum industry was 
the first to recognize the im- 
portance of aerial photography 
to a strictly commercial 
business. At first this was 
probably in the form of 
preliminary surveys to aid in 


_ the selection of possible routes, 


the procurrement of rights of 
ways, and the reconnaissance of 
surveys of rugged, inaccessible 
places not yet mapped. 

The photographic mosaic 
brings that portion of the area 
under consideration directly to 
the table top of the engineers, 
executives, and planning 
groups for evaluation. This, in 
turn, affords the ground crew a 
pre-knowledge of the area they 
could not get any other way. 

But this is just the beginning 
of what the aerial photographer 
can do for the production of oil. 
From then on one type or 
another of aerial photography is 
used in a greater or lesser 
degree in practically every 
phase of the industry right up to 
the final product.

It’s the only picture ever 
taken, as far as he knew said 
Davis, that shows the terrain 
from New Orleans all the way to 
the Gulf of Mexico and 
Louisiana’s coast line from 
Baton Rouge on the Mississippi 
to Grand Isle... 

The photo was taken on a mild 
Spring morning in May, yet 
Davis froze one of his fingers 
taking it because of.the chill in 
the air at the more than three- 
mile altitude he was oy 2 

He had waited months for a 
day when the atmosphere was 
sufficiently free from haze to: 
make the picture possible. 

He used the infra-red rays of 
the sun to make his exposure of 
a 35th of a second. Infra-red 
rays show the water and black 
green vegetation as light gray 
or white. Seventy identified 
ports are indicated on this 
superb piece of photographic 


art. 

He did not have a print of his 
aerial. photo of Houma. The 
tragic fire which razed to the 
ground his office on School 
Street took so many of his 
photographs. But there is one 
hanging in Trahan’s barber 
shop on Main Street, he said. A 
copy of this air picture that 
brings the map of Houma to life 
is in the courthouse. 

His down-to-earth picture 
closest to his heart is a work of 
art showing his wife, Emeline 
and her Grandmother Bazet. 

Davis retired several years 
ago. He was a_ great- 
grandfather at the ripe old age 
of 90, he and Emeline made 
their home on School Street.

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ELLIS FAIRBANKS DAVIS - 1813-1885 
His participation in

My maternal great, great grandfather, Ellis Fairbanks Davis, was born in Pascagoula, Jackson 
County, MS about 1813-14 (his exact birthdate is unknown). He was about 12 years old when he 
moved to the Marianna, Jackson County, Florida area with his father, mother and siblings, from 
Pascagoula. His parents, John Walter and Rebecca (Harvey) Davis, had moved to Mississippi from 
Effingham County, Georgia in December 1809, and then moved the family again about 1822 to 
Jackson County, Florida. On Nov 10, 1824, Walter was listed as one of the signers of a Petition to 
Congress by the Citizens of Jackson County, Florida, which states that most of the signers had moved 
to Jackson County in the early part of 1822. He was also listed on the property tax records of Jackson 
County, Florida in 1825. In 1827 Walter and his son, John Davis, bought land in Jackson County, FL 
located on the east side of where the town of Marianna now stands(3). Walter was listed as the Head 
of Household on the 1830 Federal Census of Jackson Co., FL., but had moved to Franklin County by 
February 12,1832 where he was appointed as one of two Justices of the Peace by the Governor. This 
is the last record on which he was listed, and his wife, Rebecca, was listed as Head of Household on 
the 1840 St Joseph, Calhoun Co., Fl Census, so evidently Walter died sometime in the 1830's. 

By 1850 his widow had married a man named Devaughn and was again a widow living in the home 
of her son, John Davis, in Marianna. Ellis moved back to Jackson County in the early 1850s, where he 
resided for the remainder of his life. 

Ellis was about 51 years old on 27 September 1864 when the Battle of Marianna took place during 
the Civil War. He had already lost one young son to the War. Walter B., 18 years old, enlisted on 20 
March 1862, as a Private in Captain Richard L. Smith's Company, Cavalry, Marianna Dragoons. (This 
company was organized about 15 March 1862, and served as an independent company until assigned 
as Company B, 15th Regiment, Confederate Cavalry, about 24 Sept. 1863.) Walter was signed in, 
mustered and inspected in Jackson County, Florida, by Col. J. J. Finley, 6th Fla. Regiment, for a 
period of three years or the duration of the war. He furnished his own horse, valued at $200, and his 
equipment, valued at $30. This third son of Ellis F. and Ruth Davis, was to serve only a little over 
three months before he died of disease (not named) at Camp Jackson on 28 June 1862. His father filed 
a Claim of Deceased Officers and Soldiers from Arkansas and Florida for settlement in the Office of 
the Confederate States Auditor for the War Department, on 24 August 1863. The document does not 
state how much the settlement was for. 

Another son, William E. ( "Will" ), not yet 21 years old, enlisted in the Confederate Army on Aug. 
11, 1862, at Merrill's Bridge, Marianna , Fla. He was signed up by Lt. Joseph C. Dykes for the 
duration of the war. He was a Pvt. in Capt. W. J. Robinson's Co. A, 11th Fla. Infantry. Sometime in 
late September, 1864, during a skirmish at Turkey Ridge between 
Petersburg and Richmond, Va., he received a gun shot wound to his left hip. He was admitted to the 
General Hospital, Howard's Grove, Richmond, Va. on Oct. 4, 1864, for medical treatment, (at about 
the same time that his father, Ellis, was being imprisoned at Ft. Barrancas in Pensacola). He was 
released on a 60 day furlough on Oct. 11, 1864, and he went home to Sink Creek, a few miles south of 
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Marianna, Fla., and was there when the war ended and was marked AWOL. He states in his 
applications for a veteran's pension in 1909 that he was unable to return to his unit because of the bad 
conditions of the railroad, and was advised in December, 1864, when his furlough was up, by Gen. 
A. B. Montgomery, Commander of the military Headquarters of the district between the Apalachicola 
and Choctawhatchee Rivers, that he should go home and await further orders from Capt. Robinson, 
his Company Commander. He states that he "never received any further orders from said Captain or 
anyone else at any time thereafter." He finally received approval for his pension in 1913, but only 
after successive applications and numerous affadavits attempting to prove that he was not a deserter. 
He died on 16 March 1919 of cancer. 

One can only imagine the state of mind that Ellis was in when he answered the call to arms in 
defense of his home and family, after loosing one son and not knowing whether or not another was 
dead or alive in the fighting in Virginia. Left at home was Laura, 19, John Ellis, 17, Martin, 14 (who 
was to become my Great grandfather), Frank, 11, and Ellen, 7, with no mother to care for them in his 
absence. His first wife, Ruth, had died in 1853, probably at the birth of Frank in March, or shortly 
thereafter. He had married again almost a year later on 2 February 1854, to Elizabeth, daughter of 
widow, Abigail Brickhouse. She gave him another daughter, Frances Elexena (called Ellen), born 20 
October 1857. Elizabeth died in 1862, leaving all of the children completely motherless. So it must 
have been with very mixed emotions that Ellis left his children at home alone while he took his old 
squirrel rifle and answered the call, which had gone out over the county, for all able bodied men and 
boys to report to Marianna to help defend the town from the eminent raid of Federal soldiers. His 
brother, Joseph, and his family, lived fairly close by, so we can assume that he helped to look out for 
Ellis' children in the absence of their father. 


The following account of the battle is an excerpt from The History of Jackson County, and gives a 
much better account than this author is capable of. 


The Battle of Marianna 


The Battle of Marianna was the most tragic event in the history of Jackson County, as it is the most 
memorable. It was not, however, an engagement of great historic importance, but it was a typical 
example of the indomitable spirit of the South, which, in face of almost insurmount-able odds, had 
sustained the Confederacy through the years of the Civil War. 

The Federal raid on Marianna did not come as a surprise, but had been anticipated & feared by 
Governor Milton for many months. He had warned the Confederate military authorities, time and time 
again, of the defenseless position of West Florida - one of the chief sources of food supplies and salt 
remaining to the Confederacy - which had been stripped of its military strength to bolster the 
crumbling armies of Lee and Johnston. 

In 1864 Marianna was the military headquarters of the district between the Apalachicola and 
Choctawhatchee Rivers, under the command of Col. A. B. Montgomery, who, before the Civil War 
was a lieutenant in the U. S. Army, and a Major in the 5th Florida Infantry; wounded at Second 
Manassas. His troops at, or near, Marianna, consisted of a small detachment of Confederate Cavalry 
of about 300 men, recruited largely from Jackson and neighboring counties. One company, 
commanded by Capt. Robert Chisholm, was stationed at Marianna; a second company, led by Major 
William H. Milton, was located about 25 miles south of headquarters; and a third, under Capt. 
William A. Jeter, was 20 miles west at Hickory Hill. The Cavalry was used principally for patroling 
the district, which was infested by deserters and frequently raided by small parties of Federals from 
patrol boats, in an effort to destroy the salt works on the Gulf coast in the St. Andrews Bay area of 
Washington County (now in Bay County). 

The Marianna raid was planned by Gen. Alexander Asboth with a definite objective in view, as 
shown by the following communication: 
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Headquarters District of West Florida 
Barrancas, September 12, 1364. 


Major-General Drake, 
Assistant Adjutant-General, 
Department of the Gulf: 


Major: I have the honor to report that owing to the information received and forwarded yesterday, 
under No. 1045, I am to start a cavalry raid into the northern portion of West Florida. Going up to the 
Santa Rosa Island and swimming the horses across the East Pass to the mainland, I will proceed to 
Port Washington, and from thence to Marianna and vicinity, returning via St. Andrews salt works. My 
object is to capture the isolated rebel cavalry and infantry in Washington and Jackson Counties, and to 
liberate the Union prisoners at Marianna; to collect white and Negro recruits, and to secure as many 
horses and mules as possible. 


Very Respectfully, your obedient servant, 
ASBOTH, Brigadier-General. 


About a week before Federal Gen. Alexander Asboth's raiders appeared in Marianna, news was 
received at Confederate headquarters that the Federals had surprised and captured a part of Capt. 
Chisholm's cavalry at Eucheeanna in Washington County, and were advancing toward Marianna. On 
26 September, the Yankees were reported to be at Campbellton, only about 18 miles away, and the 
long dreaded appearance of Federal forces in Marianna seemed only a matter of hours away. A call 
was immediately sent over the county for all men able to bear arms to report to Marianna at once. The 
following morning - the day of the raid - the town was filled with volunteers, mostly old men and 
boys, who paraded the streets with their squirrel guns and old rifles, anxious to fight, and each one 
was fully confident that he could "lick a dozen Yankees." 

Col. Montgomery left town on the morning of September 27th with his staff and two companies of 
cavalry to intercept the Union raiders, but finding the enemy in greatly superior force, he fell back to 
Marianna, arriving about an hour ahead of Asboth's mounted Infantry and cavalry. Col. Montgomery 
immediately ordered his troops to retire across the Chipola river bridge to the comparative safety of 
the east bank, leaving the town to be defended by the old men and boys with their antiquated guns, to 
the best of their ability. This brought a storm of criticism down on the head of the Confederate com- 
mander. Editor Edward J. Judah, publisher of the West Florida News, wrote, a few days later, that 
Montgomery's conduct was "too disgraceful for us to dwell upon." 

In the meantime the organization of the volunteer defenders of Marianna had been hastily 
perfected. Capt. Jesse J. Norwood was chosen to command the volunteers, which consisted of 
members of Norwood's Marianna Guard, Capt. Henry Robinson's Greenwood Guards, and several 
members of Capt. A. R. Godwin's Cavalry Company at Campbellton. The rank and file included boys 
under 16 & elderly men between 50 and 75 years old, which is the reason these volunteers were called 
Norwood's "Cradle to Grave Volunteers." Capt. Norwood was a 30-year old local attorney who had 
earlier served in the 5th Battalion of Florida Cavalry. 


The Federal forces consisted of three battalions - the 2nd Maine Cavalry, Lt. Col. Spaulding in 
command; one battalion of the lst Fla. Cavalry, who were Confederate deserters, led by Major 
Rutkey; and two companies of Negro mounted infantry from the 56th and 82nd Louisiana regiments. 
In all about 900 troops, well armed and under the command of Gen. Asboth, a Hungarian adventurer 
and soldier of fortune who had sold his sword to the Yankees. 

Capt. Norwood deployed his little army behind trees, fences and any other cover they could find, 
along the road from Ely's Corner, (at Lafayette and Russ streets), east to the Episcopal church. The

Yankees came into town from the west over the old Campbellton road and were met at Ely's Corner, 
with a devastating fire from the home guards that killed one of the raiders and wounded several 
others, causing the front ranks of Federals to wheel and retire in confusion. The enemy's lines were 
quickly reformed, however, and led by the Union general himself, they charged back down the road, 
two & three abreast, literally running over the old men and boys, forcing the defenders to retreat to the 
Episcopal church yard. Here the defenders encountered a detachment of the enemy that had skirted 
the northern part of town as far as the home of Mrs. Edwin Whitehead and then turned south to 
outflank the home guards. At this point, an eye-witness related, the Union troops halted, many 
dismounting, and appeared to be watching the church. Soon it was rumored the general (Asboth) had 
been shot, and in a few minutes orders came to fire the church and the homes of Mrs. Hunter and Dr. 
R. A. Sanders. When the church burst into flames, men were shot down as they came running out of 
the building, trying to escape the flames. 


Gen. Asboth had been shot and wounded in that first skirmish, and he was in an ugly mood. He had 
been told, "there'll be no fight at Marianna; you'll be welcomed with open arms," and here he had 
been painfully wounded, three of his officers killed and there were many casualities among his troops. 
He not only ordered the burning of the church, over the protest of one of his officers, but he also 
ordered the town sacked and burned and permitted his blood-thirsty Negroes to shoot and club 
defenseless prisoners. Someone interceded and the order to burn the town was countermanded. Who 
had sufficient influence with General Asboth to save Marianna from total destruction is not known, 
but Dr. Burke said it was a Mr. Moore. 

Five of the defenders of Marianna were killed in the church yard after they had laid down their 
arms, and their bodies burned beyond all recognition in the church fire. The victims were Woodbury 
(Woody) Nickels, Littleton Myrick, 15th Confederate Cavalry, John Carter, 6th Florida Infantry; Rev. 
Frank Allen and Dr. M. A. Butler, both of Greenwood. 

John Davis, Sr., who was 63 years old, had joined the Volunteers in the defense of their home 
town, also. He had served as the captain of a state militia company during the Second Seminole War 
in 1836 and was also the original captain of the Jackson Home Guards. He sustained a compound 
fracture of his thigh during the fighting and fell on the north side of St. Luke's Episcopal Church. He 
was probably treated at home and lived another 11 years before his death on 5 Aug 1875 at 74 years 
old. . (This was one Ellis F. Davis’s 5 brothers - BN) 


Major Nathan Cutler, 2nd Maine Cavalry, one of the few Yankee officers with whom the people of 
Marianna became friendly, told the late John H. Carter, Sr. in 1916 that the destruction of the church 
was "a piece of vandalism, committed by Negro troops by order of General Asboth." The Major said 
he did not remember all the circumstances as he was shot from his saddle about that time, but he 
afterwards learned that an express order was given to fire the church. Someone, he stated, from the 
Federal forces protested, but the command from the same source was repeated, at which time 
kerosene swabs were run up the sides of the building. The flames licked furiously upward - the whole 
church stood ablaze - and soon burned to the ground. Armstrong Purdee, a Negro lawyer, born a 
slave, was an eye-witness and, years later, he wrote: "It was fired (the church) on the west side, on the 
side of the steeple. I was about 40 steps from the church on the south side of the road in line with it." 
All the records of the church were destroyed but the Bible, which tradition credits Major Cutler with 
saving, notwithstanding he was painfully wounded at the time and in no position to do so. 

The incident which endeared Major Cutler to the people of Marianna was his clemency to the two 
boys who shot him from his horse, seriously wounding him, and resulted in his imprisonment at 
Andersonville, Georgia, for a time before he was paroled. He told Mr. Carter the boys "literally 
peppered me with shot until I fell from my saddle." One of the boys was Frank Baltzell, 14 years old, 
Major Cutler remembered, but he could not recall the name of the other boy. 


There are no official records of the Confederate and Union casualties in the Battle of Marianna. 
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General Asboth's official report mentions two Union officers killed and six wounded, namely: 

Capt. Young, 7th Vermont, and Lieutenant Ayer, 2nd Maine Cavalry, killed; Majors Cutler and 
Hutchinson, 2nd Maine Cavalry; Captains Stanley and Adams, Lieutenant Moody, and Lieutenant 
Raleigh, his aide-de-camp, wounded. He made no report of the killed and wounded among his troops. 

Asboth's report is a happy mixture of fact and fiction, designed to substantiate his claim of a 
"brilliant victory." He referred to the rebel cavalry in the front line and the sharp-shooters who had 
ambushed his troops, as a purely fictional force, as the home guards had neither cavalry support nor 
sharpshooters. The General further stated, "We captured 81 prisoners of war, 95 stands of arms, over 
200 fine horses, 400 cattle." There was probably not a single gun used in the defense of Marianna that 
could be classed as a military arm, and the number of prisoners was a gross exaggeration. Asboth also 
claimed to have captured Brig-Gen. William E. Anderson of the state militia. This was not, however, 
General Anderson, but an elderly man of the same name and initials. (War Department records show 
General Anderson was captured and imprisoned). 

The Federal General ended his report with the statement. "I, myself, was also honored by the rebels 
with two balls; the first in the face, breaking my cheek bone, and the second fractured my left arm in 
two places." Davis Gray, a plantation owner of Greenwood, was credited with firing the shots that 
wounded General Asboth. He escaped across the Chipola River. 

Edward J. Judah published in the West Florida News, October 5, 1864, a list of the casualties of 
the home guards, reporting 9 killed, 16 wounded. and 54 taken prisoner. The article also states, "The 
Yankee loss is estimated at about 15 killed, and 40 wounded." The Union wounded, who survived, 
were sent to the prison at Andersonville, Georgia. The Federals carried away all their wounded except 
six, who were treated at the Post Hospital, except Major Cutler and Lieutenant Adams, who were 
taken to the home of Thomas M. White. The Federals left their dead unburied. 

(Some years ago I saw some graves of Federal soldiers in the cemetary in the town of Marianna with 
no names or inscriptions except to identify them as Yankee soldiers - evidently the towns people 
buried them after the Yankees left them behind.) (Author) 

Among the prisoners taken away by the enemy was Colonel Montgomeny, commandant of the 
Marianna post, who is said to have been thrown from his horse and captured while trying to escape 
across the Chipola river bridge. Dr. Robinson and some others did escape to the east bank of the river, 
after which the planks of the bridge were removed. Dr. Burke wrote that Col. Montgomery "was 
captured at Mr. White's residence, or was soon thereafter carried there, probably by prearrangement." 
Among the other prominent prisoners taken by the Yankees, many were paroled, some escaped, and 
others were taken to Ft. Barrancas and later transferred to Federal prisons in the North. Several died in 
prison while others lived to come home after the war and start life anew. 

In addition to their prisoners and loot, the Federals carried back to Ft. Barrancas about 400 Negro 
women and children. Armstrong Purdee, the 8-year-old slave boy, was picked up by a Union 
cavalryman at the Waddell plantation, about 11 miles west of Marianna, and rode into town with him. 
Purdee, who later became a prominent Negro lawyer, witnessed the battle and the burning of the 
church and was one of the Negroes taken back to Pensacola by the Federals. He wrote, "The women 
and children were put in wagons, and the men and prisoners all walked, until reaching Point 
Washington. Here the women and children were put on a steamboat, while the men and soldiers 
crossed the Bluff to Ft. Barrancas and Ft. Pickens, I being with them. My father found out where I 
was and came after me. We came back by the way of Apalachicola." 


The only white man to leave Marianna voluntarily was the telegraph operator, Charlie Philips, 
who had turned over to the enemy all the telegrams that had passed between Major W. H. Milton and 
Tallahassee, asking for reinforcements. This information speeded the departure of the Federals, who 
pulled out of Marianna during the night, two days before Col. G. W. Scott arrived with 
reinforcements. 

Editor Judah, in the News on October 5, 1864, told how the noble women of Marianna opened 
their homes to the wounded and administered to them "with all the attention which can be bestowed 
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by sleepless, untiring, ministering angels." He reported that Mr. Adam McNealy and Mr. Solomon 
Sullivan were being treated at the home of Mrs. W. J. Armistead, Sr.; Dr. A. F. Blount, at Mrs. W. S. 
Wilson's; and young Payton Gwin (printer's devil), at the residence of Mrs. Robert Johnson. Dr. Burke 
also spoke in the highest praise of the women of Marianna. "Mrs. Armistead." he wrote, "threw open 
her house and told me to bring in all that it would hold." and the doctor paid tribute to her two 
daughters, Misses Sallie and Baker, as well as many other young ladies who came in that night to aid 
in caring for the wounded. 


Extreme youth and age were equally conspicious in the defense of Marianna. The teen agers who 
shared the honors with their older comrades-in-arms were Charles Nickels, Richard Baltzell and 
Robert Armistead, only 15 years old; and Frank Baltzell who had not yet reached his 14th birthday. 
They were mere school boys but they fought like veterans. Frank Baltzell was painfully wounded, 
taken prisoner, but released. He is said to have gone to sleep under a bench in the courthouse where 
the prisoners were confined, and was overlooked by the Federals in their haste to get out of town. The 
other boys were also taken prisoner and carried as far as Vernon, in Washington County, where they 
were released. Woody Nickels, 17, was one of the ten defenders to lose their lives when the Federals 
raided their home town. 


Among the minor engagements of the Civil War there were few, if any, which surpassed in 
fierceness the clash between Asboth's Federal raiders and the Home Guards at Marianna, September 
27, 1864. It was a moral, if not an actual, victory, for the "old men and boys," as the objectives of 
Asboth's raid through northwest Florida - the capture of the isolated Confederate cavalry and the 
destruction of the St. Andrews salt works - were never attained because the "rebels" at Marianna did 
not give up without a fight. 

[End of excerpt.] 


Among the prisoners taken away by the Federal troops was my Great Great Grandfather, Ellis 
Fairbanks Davis. Copies of his military papers shows the following: 
"Captured at Marianna, Fla., Sept. 27, 1864, by a portion of the Federal Troops under command of 
Brig. Gen. Asboth, on the late raid into the interior of Western Florida. 
Remarks: Member of the Legislature." (I have been unsuccessful in finding any documentation of him 
being a member of the FL Legislature - however, his nephew who was named for him, Ellis Fairbanks 
Davis, Jr., later became a lawyer and member of the legislature). 


Ellis next appears on The Roll of Prisoners of War at Ft. Barrancas, Pensacola, Florida, and 
"forwarded to New Orleans, LA, per Steamer "Clinton" on Oct 8, 1864." The Roll of Prisoners of War 
Received at New Orleans, LA., shows Ellis as arriving there "during the 5 days ending Oct 10, 1864." 
He appears again on the roll of prisoners at New Orleans, who were "transferred to Ship Island, MS 
on Oct 20, 1864, by order of Maj. Gen. E. R. 8. Canby, and received there on Oct 21st." He next 
appears on the Roll of Prisoners of War at Ship Island, Miss., "sent to New York Nov. 5, 1864, by 
order of Capt. M. R. Marston." It does not indicate whether the prisoners were sent by ship or train, 
& it is not known just what date that Ellis arrived in New York at Elmira Prison, but the following 
account of that prison, where so many of the Confederate soldiers were confined, leaves no doubt that 
the next several months of his life, and those of his fellow soldiers, must have been a living hell.

Elmira was outside of New York City. It was only there for one year, yet it had the highest death rate, 
per capita, of any prison camp North or South. It is a shamful spot on American history. The the 
vindictive U.S. commissary-general of prisoners & the camp's Chief Medical Officer, Col. William 
Hoffman, bragged in public, that he had killed more Confederate soldiers then any union soldier in the 
field. When a soldier dies in the field, that's war. When he dies this way, it's cold blooded murder. 
After the war, the yankees tried their best to keep the whole incident hidden from the public. They 
gave the Chief Medical Officer a promotion in rank and a medal for services rendered. Elmira had a 
death rate of 24 percent. The mad doctor and everyone associated with Elmira should have been tried 
for war Crimes.

Elmira was on a 30 acre site, along the banks of the Chemung River. A one acre lagoon of stagnant 
water, called Foster's Pond, stood within the walls of the stockade. The lagoon was a backwash from 
the river and served as a latrine and garbage dump. Prison buildings were located on the high northern 
bank of the pond. The lower southern level, known to flood easily, later became a hospital area for 
hundreds of smallpox and diarrhea victims. Remember Foster's Pond, it will be important later in the 
story. A more unsanitary spot could not have been chosen. 

Elmira prison camp was established on May 15th, 1864, when Adjutant General E. D. Townsend 
reported several empty barracks could be used to house a large number of "rebels" recently captured. 
The buildings were to house as many as 10,000 men. 

Two barracks, "built to comfortably accomodate 3,000 troops without over crowding," had been set 
aside for 4,000 prisoners. An additional 1,000 men could be quartered in tents on surrounding 
grounds. The Camp Bakery had adequate facilities for feeding 5,000 prisoners. No camp hospital 
existed, but tents were available for any men who might become ill. Not until two weeks before the 
first contingent of confederate prisoners arrived did Commissary General of Prisons William Hoffman 
point out again that as many as 10,000 prisoners might be sent to Elmira. Preparations were never 
made for more than 5,000 men. On June 30, 1864, Elmira was said to be ready to receive prisoners. 
Inside the fenced in area (known as "the pen") stood 35 two-story barracks, each of which measured 
100 by 20 feet. Ceilings were barely high enough to accommodate two rows of crude bunks along the 
walls. Unsealed roofs characterized the wooden buildings. The floorings were of green lumber, 
without foundations, and had little resistance to wind and water. Behind the rows of barracks was a 
group of buildings converted into a dispensary, adjutant's office and guard rooms. To their rear, 
extending to the northern bank of Foster's Pond, were the cook houses and mess halls. The first group 
of prisoners to arrive at Elmira quickly crowded the allotted barracks. Subsequent arrivals lived in 
"A" tents scattered around the prison area. 

At the time of their arrival, most prisoners were unaware of one last and deadly factor. Elmira was 
located in a region of New York State, where for at least four months of the year, the weather was 
bitterly cold. One prisoner from Virginia wrote the compound was, "An excellent summer prison for 
southern soldiers, but an excellent place for them to find their graves in the winter." 

The first contingent of prisoners arrived from New York by train. Prisoners were pleasantly surprised 
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when sympathetic citizens, at many stops, distributed food and clothing to them. Yet, wrote one 
prisoner, "these agreeable incidents were occasionally diversified by the insults of some sleek non- 
combatant, whose valiant soul found congenial occupation in fearful threats of our indiscriminate 
massacre, if he could only lay hands on us." 


The first group reached Elmira at 6 am on July 6th and numbered 399 men - one soldier escaped 
enroute. The second group arrived early in the morning of July 11th, followed by 502 Confederates 
the following day. Before departing their earler prison camps, the prisoners received vaccinations for 
smallpox. The injections were of poor quality vaccines, and seen on many arms "were great sores, big 
enough, it seemed, to put your fist in." 

On July 15th, an Erie Railroad train jammed with prisoners, collided with a freight train near the 
hamlet of Shohola. Forty-eight prisoners and seventeen guards were killed. 100 prisoners and 
eighteen guards were injured. The injured prisoners were put in wagons and transported to Elmira. 
Several days after the accident the Confederate prisoners still lay on the floors of the makeshaft 
hospitals of Elmira, their wounds still untreated and clothing stuck fast to the dried blood of cuts and 
fractures. 

By the end of July, 4,424 prisoners were packed in the compound, with another 3,000 enroute. The 
total number leaped to 9,600 by mid-August. It took three hours to feed 10,000 men in shifts of 1,800 
at a time. The camp commander complained of the over crowded conditions, and was told as long as 
the men got through their breakfast by 11 a.m., and dinner by 6 p.m., nothing more was necessary. 
The runoff and sewage going into Foster's Pond was beginning to have it's effects on the prisoners. It 
was getting to be offensive to the nostrils and a danger to the health. One of the surgeons at the prison 
stated the case more pointedly. An average of 7,000 prisoners released daily over 2,600 gallons of 
urine - "highly loaded with nitrogenous material"- into Foster's Pond. Moreover, he noted, the pond 
received the contents of the sinks and garbage of the camp until it became so offensive that vaults 
were dug on the banks of the pond for sinks. 

Washington was notified as early as August 17; not until late October was permission received to use 
prisoner labor to dig drainage ditches to remove the water and it's rotting matter. By December the 
odor was gone, but by then scores of prisoners were down with disease. 

Housing was still a problem and getting worse. Less then a month after the camp opened, almost 
10,000 Confederates were inside it's crowded compound. Tents ran out on August 7; a new shipment 
arrived on August 12, but there wasn't enough of them. Hundreds of half-clothed prisoners had to 
sleep in the open, many of them without blankets. Late in November, a Medical Inspector pronounced 
the barracks to be "of green lumber, which is cracking, spliting, and warping in every direction." 

In a feeble effort to lessen the number of prisoners at Elmira, late in September, Washington issued a 
directive that prisoners physically unfit would be exchanged. The order stated that no Confederates 
would be shipped southward that were "too feeble to endure the journey." The Camp Commander was 
ordered to "have a careful inspection of the prisoners made by Medical Officers to select those who 
shall be transfered." 

On October 14, five Washington Surgeons examined the 1200 prisoners who arrived by train at the 
Capitol. Five had died en route; scores of others were reported by one doctor as being "unable to bear 
the journey." The physical condition of many of these men, he added, "was distressing in the extreme, 
and they should have never been permitted to leave Elmira." By the time the train halted at the city 
point exchange base, forty men were reported dying and another sixty were reported as being "totally 
unfit for travel." 

Surgeon C.F.H. Campbell wrote a strong letter to Col. Hoffman: "these men are debilitated from long 
sickness to such a degree that it was necessary to carry them in the arms of attendants from the cars 
to the ambulances, and one man died in the act of being thus transfered." the spectacle, he concluded, 
was "disgraceful to all concerned." 

Dispite an outcry that the deed showed "the grossest indifference on the part of the government" the 
Officers responsible for the prisoner transfer remained at their duties. The episode became one of the 
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major marks against the prison it's occupants had dubbed "Hellmira." 


In the mean time, life at Elmira had become routine and, in most instances, revolting. Prisoners not 
packed in the flimsy barracks swarmed around the yards and vied for space within the few ragged 
tents. The first troops designated as guards at Elmira were Negros who, one Georgia soldier sneered, 
"had been decoyed north and Organized into companies and regiments to guard their former masters." 
Units of the Veteran Reserve Corps, and New York state troops later became the provost guard. 

Late in July the prisoners underwent a unique indignity. A group of townspeople erected two 
observation platforms immediately outside the prison walls. For the nominal sum of 15 cents, 
spectators could observe the prisoners as they endured life inside the compound. 

Initally, one of the more pressing needs of the prisoners was for clothing. The cry for clothing brought 
an instantaneous response from southern families and friends. Yet Col. Eastman withheld issuance of 
the clothing until he could get permission for distribution from Col. Hoffman. The permission came in 
late August, but only clothing of the color of gray could be issued. Piles of clothing of other colors 
were burned. All but a few coats, shirts and pairs of trousers were destroyed. 

Winter struck early at Elmira. Prisoners lacking blankets and clad in rags collapsed in droves from 
exposure. By early December, 1,600 half naked men "entirely destitute of blankets," stood ankel-deep 
in snow to answer morning roll call. 

In the second week of December, the federal government issued clothing for 2,000 men to 8,400 
confederates then quartered at Elmira. In January, Confederate authorities sent a shipment of cotton 
northward under a flag of truce, the proceeds, from the sale of the cotton, went to purchase clothing 
for the prisoners. 

If insufficient clothing, inadequate quarters, and the stench of disease-laden Foster's Pond were trying 
ordeals for the men, other factors taxed human endurance. High on the list were food rations. On 
August 18, in retaliation for the conditions in Southern prison camps, Col. Hoffman ordered prisoner 
rations restricted to bread and water. The results were, by late August, an epidemic of scurvy was in 
full force; on September 11, no less then 1,870 cases had been reported. In October the prisoners 
received a single small ration of fresh vegetables. Onions and potatoes, wrote a prison doctor, 
constituted three of every five rations for two weeks of that same month; then their distribution 
stopped. Not until December was the meager diet of bread and water supplemented with a meat 
ration. However, stated Captain Bennet Munger, a prison inspector, the meat was of such inferior 
quality that a quarter-beef weighing 92 pounds yielded but 45 1/2 pounds of meat, "When carefully 
taken off the bone." Men were dying of starvation at the rate of 25 a day. The prisoners turned to a 
large rat population that inhabitated the banks of Foster's Pond. Once, a small dog followed a wood 
cart into the compound. The dog was captured and slaughtered, and it's carcass was hidden in the 
barrack rafters until dark. The prisoners were caught in the act of devouring their meal, and arrested 
by guards. 

Close on the heels of the scurvy epidemic came an even larger outbreak of diarrhea. Moreover, by 
November 1864, pneumonia had reached plague proportions. A month later dreaded smallpox came 
to Elmira and in it's first week struck 140 men and killed ten. Smallpox was ever-present thereafter. 
One prisoner wrote, "there is not a day that at least twenty men are taken out dead." 

Medical treatment of prisoners from the outset was bad, and it just got worse as time went on. As 
early as July 11, 1864 - five days after the arrival of the first group of prisoners, Surgeon Inspector 
C.T. Alexander reported, "I found the sick.... in no way suitably provided for except for shelter; diet 
not suitable; some without bedsacks; blankets scarce." On September 21, Ward Assistant Anthony 
Keiley wrote in his diary: "as I went over to the first hospital this morning early, there were 18 dead 
bodies lying naked on the bare earth. Eleven more were added to the list by half past eight o'clock." 
By November the death toll in the hospitals had reached 755 men. A large portion of mortalities 
stemmed from nearby Foster's Pond - which one observer described as being "green with putrescence, 
filling the air with its messengers of disease and death." At the rate of sickness then present, a Doctor 
informed Washington, "the entire command will be admitted to the hospital in less than a year and 
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thirty-six percent will die." 

Washington ignored or denied repeated requisitions for badly needed medicines. An urgent request 
for straw on which the sick could lay was ignored. Hoffman turned down repeated requests to 
complete the ceilings and roofs on the hospital buildings without any reasons given. 

An official in the U.S. Sanitary commission was turned down flat when he asked permission to attend 
to the sick and dying. By late December at least 70 men were lying on the hospital floors because of a 
lack of beds and straw; another 200 diseased and dying men lay in the regular prisoner quarters 
because there was no room for them in the wards. As one guard wrote, "prisoners died as sheep with 
the Rot." A federal inspector wrote in October with a sense of relief, "The number of deaths this week 
is but 40." 

The number of sick and dead rose sharply at the end of 1864, when prisoners, fighting disease, filth 
and starvation, could not weather the bitter cold of a New York winter. The winter was so severe, and 
clothing so scarce, that prisoners stood in deep snow with only rags tied around their frozen and 
swollen feet to answer morning roll calls. Late in December, after repeated urgent pleas, Washington 
sent a few stoves to Elmira. There were two small stoves for each barracks, and a few for the men still 
housed in tents. Prisoners received small wood rations only at 8 am and at 8 pm. During the 12 hour 
intervals they had to get warm as best they could. Moreover, with an average of 200 men to a 
barracks, each stove therefore was the sole means of warmth for 100 men. Imagine, if you can, the 
weather 10 to 15 degrees below zero, 100 men trying to keep warm by one small stove. Each 
morning the men crawl out of their bunks (those that had bunks) shivering and half frozen to fight for 
a place by the warm stove. The sick and weak were literally left out in the cold. 

On the night of March 16, 1865, unusually hard rains caused the Chemung River to over run it's 
banks. Federals and Confederates alike hastily assembled crude rafts to evacuate prisoners from the 
smallpox hospital in the flats, and they did succeed in floating most of the sick to safety. Other 
prisoners crowded the upper stories of the barracks as icy water rose halfway up the first level. The 
camp's Col. Tracy reported jubilantly that the transfer of prisoners to high ground resulted "with but 
slightly increased loss of life." 

A month later General Lee surrendered at Appromattox, and the prisoners received much improved 
treatment, and were not guarded as closely. 

The paroling of Elmira's prisoners began late in May. Except for those still confined to the hospitals, 
the prison camp was vacant on July 5th, and ready for demolition a month later. The last prisoner, 
named Kistler, did not leave the hospital and start home until September 27, 1865. 

Elmira's death rate in March of 1865 was an average of sixteen Confederates a day. Of a total of 
12,123 Confederate soldiers imprisoned at Elmira, 2,963 died of sickness, exposure, and associated 
causes. Of the survivors who stumbled forth from the stockade, an eyewitness made the observation; 
"I speak in all reverence when I say that I do not believe such a spectacle was seen before on earth... 
on they came, a ghastly tide, with skeleton bones and lusterless eyes, and brains bereft of but one 
thought, and hearts purged of but one feeling - the thought of freedom, the love of home." 

Today all that remains of Elmira is a well kept cemetery.

Ellis Fairbanks Davis somehow managed to survive those inhuman conditions for his 3 months of 
imprisonment at Elmira and was transferred for exchange on February 13, 1865. He returned to 
Jackson County where he resumed farming and taking care of his family. Family traditions says that 
he walked almost all the way home, and since the railroads had almost all been destroyed by the 
Union, this story is probably true. Ellis lived another 20 years after his ordeal, and lived to see his 
surviving children all married and starting families of their own. 


Will married Delaura Pledger on Dec 24, 1867, and they had 4 sons and 1 daughter. 


Martin married Lovest (Lovey) Syrena Cooper on 15 April 1871, and they had 6 sons and 2 
daughters, including Mary Ann Elizabeth, who would later become my Grandmother Faircloth. 
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John Ellis married Sara Porter about 1875, and they had 7 sons and 4 daughters. 

Ellen married Warren Frederick Laramore on 25 May 1876, and they had 3 sons and 3 daughters. 

Frank married Josephine Nixon on 3 Feb. 1877, and they had 9 sons and 3 daughters. 

Laura married last, when she was 35 years old, on 28 Feb. 1880, to Jack Tanner. Being the eldest 
living child and a daughter, it most likely fell to her to see all of her brothers and one sister through 
their childhood and into adulthood. At this point in time, I have no further information on her, and do 
not know if she ever had children of her own. 

Ellis died on Oct. 10, 1885. At this time, his burial place remains unknown, but he may be buried 
in the Pledger Cemetary in Marianna where several of his descendants are buried.

Blarney, John J. was a member of the legislature and was captured at Marianna 9/26/64. He died of 
pneumonia 12/15/64 at Elmira prison and was buried in the prison cemetery, grave # 1216.8 

Blaney, John. Fifty years old, Blaney was captured during the fighting and imprisoned at New 
Orleans, Ship Island and Elmira. He died at the latter place on December 15, 1864, and was buried 
in Woodlawn Cemetery. 

Bush, Albert G. Forty-nine years old, Bush was captured during the fighting and imprisoned at New 
Orleans, Ship island and Elmira. He returned home to his farm after the war. 

Bush, Allen Henry. Fifty-five years old, Bush was the local circuit judge and had been a practicing 
Marianna attorney since the early 1840's. Imprisoned at New Orleans, Ship Island and Elmira, he 
returned home after the war and resumed his law practice. Judge Bush was delegated to the ill-fated 
state constitutional convention on October 25, 1865, and was listed a year later as being friendly to 
the Carpetbaggers then controlling local politics. 

Davis, Ellis F. (b. 1814 MS; m. [1st]; m. Elizabeth Brickhouse 2/2/54 [2nd]) came to Jackson Co. in 
the 1840s and was a successful farmer before the war. He was a member of the legislature during the 
war and was captured 9/26/64 at Marianna as a member of this company. He was sent to New Orleans 
then Ship Island prison then onto Elmira prison where he arrived in November 1864. He was 
transferred for exchange 2/13/65 and returned to Jackson County where he resumed farming. 
According to an ancestor, Ellis had at least nine children by his two wives. One of his sons, Walter B., 
served in Captain Smith's Cavalry Company and died of disease 6/28/62. 

Davis, Ellis. A local farmer, Davis was captured during the fighting and imprisoned at New Orleans, 
Ship Island and Elmira. Paroled from Elmira during early 1865, he evidently returned home. 

Everett, Miles. Captured during the fighting, Everett was imprisoned at New Orleans, Ship Island and 
Elmira. He was released from the latter place on March 2, 1865 and hospitalized in Richmond, 
Virginia, until the 14th of May, when he was furloughed and allowed to return home. 

Harrison, Samuel was captured 9/27/64 at Marianna and released on oath 5/29/65 at Elmira prison. He 
was 5' 7", blue eyes, auburn hair, fair skin. 

Hentz,Thaddeus W. Gamble's Light Artillery. The 30-year old dentist was also a member of a 
company of state artillery reservists. Suffering the loss of a finger during the 

fighting, he was captured and imprisoned at New Orleans, Ship Island and Elmira. Hospitalized 
during his stay at Elmira, he was released on March 2, 1865. Again

hospitalized at a Confederate hospital in Richmond, Virginia, until March 14, 1865, he returned home 
and resumed his dentistry practice. 
Justus, J. B. was a Revolutionary War and War of 1812 veteran. He was a member of the legislature 
and was captured at Marianna 9/27/64. He was sent to Elmira prison then transferred for exchange 
2/20/65. He was hospitalized in Richmond then furloughed 3/16/65. 
Justiss, J. B. Sometimes called "Captain" Justiss, the volunteer was captured during the fighting and 
imprisoned at New Orleans, Ship Island and Elmira. He was exchanged during March of 1865 and 
hospitalized at Howard's Grove Hospital in Richmond for two weeks before being released on March 
15, 1865. 
McBright, Israel does not appear on any rolls but was released on oath 5/29/65 from Elmira prison. 
He was 5'7", blue eyes, dark hair, fair skin. 
McBright, Isreal. Background unknown, McBright identified himself as a member of Norwood's 
company and was imprisoned at New Orleans, Ship Island and probably Elmira. His name does not 
appear on Asboth's p.o.w. list, but does appear on subsequent Northern prison records. Fate unknown. 
Merritt, Alexander S. was captured defending Marianna 9/27/64 and paroled at Elmira prison 
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12/12/64. He was 5'9", dark eyes, black hair, fair skin. He was believed to have been a Unionist. 
Merritt, Alex S. A 32-year old local merchant, Merritt was captured during the fighting and 
imprisoned at New Orleans, Ship Island and Elmira. He was released from Elmira on December 
12,1864, and returned home. 

Morning, E. W. was a member of the legislature and was captured defending Marianna 9/27/64. He 
was sent to Fort Columbus prison and was released from prison after the war. 

Mooring, Edwin W. Thirty-six years old, Mooring was a local merchant and whiskey distiller. 
Captured, he was imprisoned at New Orleans, Ship island and Elmira. At the latter facility he was 
listed as an "adjutant." Eventually released, he returned home after the war. 

Myrick, J. F., Sr. was captured defending Marianna 9/27/64 and released on oath 5/29/65 from Elmira 
prison. 

Myrick, John T., Jr. was captured defending Marianna 9/27/64. He was believed to have been a 
Unionist. 

Myrick, J. T., Jr. Sixteen years old, Myrick was captured during the fighting and imprisoned at New 
Orleans, Ship Island and Elmira. Released from the latter place on May 29,1865, he returned home. A 
bitter advocate of Reconstruction, despite his father's Unionist attitudes, he was convicted in October, 
1869, for killing local black leader Matt Nichols, his wife and son. He was also charged with assault 
and battery in connection 

with another crime and accused of ambushing a party of freed slaves near Blue Spring. 

He fled the county and eventually showed up in Texas. 

O'Neal, James was a member of the legislature. He was captured defending Marianna 9/27/64 and 
died of pneumonia 3/5/65 at Elmira prison. He was buried in the prison cemetery, grave #2387. 
O'Neal, James (Daniel). Fifty-one years old, O'Neal was captured during the fighting and

imprisoned at New Orleans, Ship Island and Elmira. Listed "too sick" to be paroled on 
February 13, 1865, he died on the 5th of March at Elmira and was buried in Woodlawn Cemetery. 
Pittman, Frederick R. A private in the 11th Florida Infantry, Plttman was home on leave and 
volunteered for service. Fifty-one years old, he was captured during the battle and imprisoned at New 
Orleans, Ship Island and Elmira. The former Whig politician was released from the latter 
establishment on December 12, 1864. 
Roulhac, James B. was a member of the legislature and was captured defending Marianna 9/27/64. He 
was paroled 12/12/64 at Elmira priosn and was 5'9.5", grey eyes, dark hair, light skin, residence: 
Marianna. 
Tucker, Charles lived in Quincy and was a member of the legislature. He was captured defending 
Marianna 9/27/64. He died of diarrhoea 12/11/64 at Elmira prison and was buried in the prison 
cemetery, grave 1107.18 
Tucker, Charles (of Quincy). Captured during the fighting and imprisoned at New Orleans, Ship 
island and Elmira, he died at the latter place on December 11, 1864, and was buried in Woodlawn 
Cemetery.

Captain Jesse J. Norwood (b. 1834; m. [before war]) was a state senator representing the 6th District 
from 1862 to 1864. He was captured in defense of Marianna 9/27/64. He was released on oath 2/12/65 
from Fort Warren, MA. A contemporary historian described him as a well-known Unionist. 
Occupation: lawyer. 2 


[Norwood, Jesse J., Captain. A 30-year old local attorney, Norwood had earlier served in the 5th 
Battalion of Florida Cavalry. He resigned to seek the office of state senator and was captured at 
Marianna while commanding a company of local volunteers. Imprisoned In Union P.O.W. camps at, 
New Orleans, Fort Lafayette and Fort Warren, he was paroled from the latter place on February 12, 
1865. There is no evidence that he ever returned home. Norwood left behind a wife and 3 children.] 
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[Staley, Christian J., Lieutenant. Fifty-three years old, Staley was captured during the 
Battle of Marlanna and Imprisoned at New Orleans, Fort Lafayette and Fort Warren. He was paroled 
from the latter place on February 12, 1865, and evidently returned home.] 


Privates: 


Abercrombie, P. was captured in defense of Marianna. 
[Abercrombie, William A. Sixty-four years old, Abercrombie was captured during the fighting and 
imprisoned at New Orleans and Ship Island. He died at the latter place on

November 4, 1864, from chronnic diarrhea and was buried in Grave Number 11.] 
Alderman, B. G. was captured in defense of Marianna and paroled. He was believed to have been a 
Unionist. 
[Alderman, B. G. A Marianna merchant prior to 1848 and known California gold miner In 1849, 
Alderman was also a suretor for the construction of the 1850 Marianna court-house in which he was 
briefly imprisoned after the battle. He was paroled by the Federals in Marianna, probably due to 
Unionist sentiments. ] 
Alstead, John was captured 9/27/64 at Marianna and sent to Ship Island Prison. 
Anderson, Isaac was captured in defense of Marianna and paroled. 
Anderson, Isaac. Captured during the fighting, Anderson was paroled by the Federals before they left 
Marianna. 


Anderson, William E. was captured in defense of Marianna. 

Anderson, William E. Forty-one years old, Anderson was a Brigadier General in the Florida militia 
before the war. He led the First Brigade during the little-known Calhoun County "Abolition War" of 
September-October, 1860, in which 27 local citizens were taken prisoner. Captured during the Battle 
of Marianna, he identified himself as a "brigadier general" and was imprisoned with other officers at 
New Orleans, Fort Lafayette and Fort Warren. He was released from the latter place on June 26, 1865, 
after signing an affidavit verifying that he had never held the rank of brigadier general in the service 
of the Confederacy. He later held the post of County Judge. 


Armistead, L. T. was captured in defense of Marianna. 


Armistead, Robert was captured in defense of Marianna. He was later released at Vernon. 
Armistead, Robert. Fifteen-years old, Armistead was captured during the fighting and released the 
following afternoon at Vernon. 


Austin, J. was captured 9/27/64 at Marianna and died of dysentery 1/1/65 at Ship Island prison. He 
was buried in the prison cemetery, grave #126. 

Austin, J. Background unknown, Austin captured during the battle and imprisoned at New Orleans, 
Ship Island and possibly Elmira. Fate unknown.

Ball, George W. appears on Judge Liddon's list. "He alone survives and lives among us." 6 
Balson, F. W. was captured 9/27/64 at Marianna and was sent to Ship Island prison. He was 
transferred to Vicksburg 5/1/65. 


Baltzell, F. was wounded and captured in defense of Marianna. 
Baltzell, Franklin. The youngest known participant, 13-year old Frank Baltzell was credited with 
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firing the shots that wounded Major Nathan Cutler. Taken prisoner, he was held overnight and 
released the next afternoon at Vernon. He later became the editor of the Marianna Courier, a position 
which he retained until 1873 when he moved to Alabama. There he continued his journalism career 
and emerged as a leader of the "Populist" movement. 


Baltzell, R. was captured in defense of Marianna. He was probably a member of the 2nd Florida. He 
may have been on leave when the Yankees threatened Marianna. 

Baltzeil, Richard. Fifteen years old, Baltzell was captured during the fighting but released at Vernon 
on the following afternoon. 


Baltzell, Thos. W. was wounded and captured in defense of Marianna. Barnes, Thos. appears on 
Judge Liddon's list. 

Baltzell, Thomas W. Fifteen-years old, Baltzell sustained a finger wound during the fighting and was 
taken prisoner. Imprisoned at New Orleans and Ship Island, he was too sick to leave the latter 
establishment when most of the Marianna captives were shipped out for New York on November 5, 
1864. He remained on Ship Island until May 1, 1865, when he was transferred to Vicksburg, Miss. 
and released on May 5. 


Bassett, Henry 0. The captain of Company E., 6th Florida Infantry, Bassett was home on leave and 
volunteered for service. A former Jackson County Sheriff, the 39-year old captain was killed by 
bayonet wounds on the banks of Stage Creek. 


Blarney, John J. was a member of the legislature and was captured at Marianna 9/26/64. He died of 
pneumonia 12/15/64 at Elmira prison and was buried in the prison cemetery, grave 1216.8 

Blaney, John. Fifty years old, Blaney was captured during the fighting and imprisoned at New 
Orleans, Ship Island and Elmira. He died at the latter place on December 15, 1864, and was buried in 
Woodlawn Cemetery. 


Blount, A. F., Dr. was wounded in defense of Marianna 9/27/64. Bowles, J. R. appears on Judge 
Liddon's list. 

Blount, A. F., Lieutenant. A 44-year old local physician, Blount sustaind a severe shoulder wound 
during the engagement and was taken to the home of Dr. W. S. Wilson for treatment. He eventually 
recovered. 


Burke, C. C., Dr. appears on Judge Liddon's list. 


Bush, Albert G. Forty-nine years old, Bush was captured during the fighting and imprisoned at New 
Orleans, Ship island and Elmira. He returned home to his farm after

the war. 

Bush, Allen Henry. Fifty-five years old, Bush was the local circuit judge and had been a practicing 
Marianna attorney since the early 1840's. Imprisoned at New Orleans, Ship 

Island and Elmira, he returned home after the war and resumed his law practice. Judge Bush was 
delegated to the ill-fated state constitutional convention on October 25, 1865, and was listed a year 
later as being friendly to the Carpetbaggers then controlling local politics. 

Bush, Richard. A 60-year old local minister, Bush was captured during the fighting but paroled by the 
Federals before they left Marianna. 


Brett, James H. The town constable, Brett was a 52-year old Mexican War veteran. The original first 
lieutenant of the defunct Jackson Guards, he sustained a severe bullet wound which tore the muscle 
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from his left forearm and he died a short while afterwards. He was also reportedly clubbed to the head 
with a rifle butt. 


Carter, John was killed defending Marianna 9/27/64. "The family of John Carter, CSA, probably one 
of the wounded convalescents, found his charred body in the burned-out church. 

Carter, John C. A private in Company E., 6th Florida Infantry, Carter was given a medical discharge 
after being wounded at Chickamauka, but volunteered for service. Twenty-two years old, he was 
killed in the fighting and his body burned in St. Luke's Church. 


Chason, John was a member of the legislature and was wounded and captured defending Marianna 
9/27/64. He was sent to Ship Island prison where he died of dysentery 12/19/64. He was buried in the 
prison cemetery, grave #99 

Chason, John. A 57-year old farmer, Chason sustained a neck wound during the fighting and was 
taken prisoner. He was confined at New Orleans and Ship Island, dying at the latter place of dysentary 
on December 19, 1864. He was buried in Grave Number 99. 


Dann, T. W. A local physician, Dann was captured during the fighting and paroled by the Federals 
before they left Marianna. According to legend, he then disappeared and did not return until after the 
war. 


Davis, Ellis F. (b. 1814 MS; m. [1st]; m. Elizabeth Brickhouse 2/2/54 [2nd]) came to Jackson Co. in 
the 1840s and was a successful farmer before the war. He was a member of the legislature during the 
war and was captured 9/26/64 at Marianna as a member of this company. He was sent to New Orleans 
then Ship Island prison then onto Elmira prison where he arrived in November 1864. He was 
transferred for exchange 2/13/65 and returned to Jackson County where he resumed farming. 
According to an ancestor, Ellis had at least nine children by his two wives. One of his sons, Walter B.., 
served in Captain Smith's Cavalry Company and died of disease 6/28/62. 

Davis, Ellis. A local farmer, Davis was captured during the fighting and imprisoned at New Orleans, 
Ship Island and Elmira. Paroled from Elmira during early 1865, he evidently returned home.

Davis, John, Sr. Sixty-three years old, Davis had served as the captain of a state militia company 
during the Second Seminole War (1836) and was also the original captain of the Jackson Guards. He 
sustained a compound fracture of his thigh during the fighting and fell on the north side of St. Luke's 
Episcopal Church. He was probably treated at 

home. (This was Ellis's uncle - brother of his father, John Walter Davis, d, ca 1838) 


Dickson, Marmaduke, Sr. A 53-year old Greenwood resident, Dickson was active in Whig party 
politics before the war. Severely wounded during the battle, he died a few hours afterward--probably 
at the home of R. S. Dickson. 


Dixon, John J. was captured 9/27/64 at Marianna and died of diarrhoea 12/16/64 in a General 
Hospital, Fort Columbus, New York. He is buried in grave #2303 N.C., possibly in Cypress Hills 
National Cemetery, Brooklyn NY." 

Dunn, T. W. was captured defending Marianna 9/27/64 and was paroled. 

Dykes, Jacob was captured defending Marianna 9/27/64 and escaped from his captors. He was a 
member of the 15th Florida Cavalry. 


Ely, Horace. A local physician, merchant and hotel keeper, Ely was accused of selling liquor to 
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slaves. He was also the construction contractor for the 1850 courthouse. Captured during the fighting, 
he was paroled by the Federals before they left Marianna. 


Everett, Miles. Captured during the fighting, Everett was imprisoned at New Orleans, Ship Island and 
Elmira. He was released from the latter place on March 2, 1865 and hospitalized in Richmond, 
Virginia, until the 14th of May, when he was furloughed and allowed to return home. 


Farley, F.M. was captured defending Marianna 9/27/64. 
Farley, William A. Forty-four years old, Farley was captured during the fighting and freed by Captain 
Poe's men. 


Gammon, Samuel B. was a member of the legislature and was captured defending Marianna 9/27/64. 
He died of typhoid 12/8/64 at Ship Island prison and was buried in the prison cemetery, grave #72. 
Gammon, Samuel B. A 56-year old farmer, Gammon was captured during the fighting and 
imprisoned at New Orleans and Ship Island. He died at the latter place from typhoid on December 8, 
1864, and was buried in Grave Number 72. 


Gautier, J. W. (T.N.) was captured defending Marianna 9/27/64 but escaped from his captors. 
Gautier, Thomas N. The 32-year old owner of a Marianna mercantile firm and a leather tannery at 
Oak Hill, Gautier was captured during the fighting but was freed by Captain Poe's men before the end 
of the engagement. 


Gwin, Peyton was wounded and captured defending Marianna 9/27/64. 
Gwin, Peyton. A teenage employee of the West Florida News, Gwin suffered a severe blow to the 
head and was treated at the home of Robert Johnson.

Harrison, Samuel was captured 9/27/64 at Marianna and released on oath 5/29/65 at Elmira prison. He 
was 5'7", blue eyes, auburn hair, fair skin. 

Harrison, Samuel (William). Background unknown, Harrison identified himself as a 


member of Norwood's company and was captured during the battle and imprisoned afterwards. His 
name does not appear on Asboth's p.o.w. list. Fate unknown. 


Hatsfleld, John W. was a member of the legislature and was captured defending Marianna 9/27/64. He 
died of pneumonia 2/18/65 at a US General Hospital at Fort Columbus NY and was buried in a local 
cemetery, grave #2303 N.C., possibly in Cypress Hills National Cemetery, Brooklyn NY. 12 
Hartsfield, John W. Captured during the battle, Hartsfield was imprisoned at New Orleans, Ship 
Island and Fort Columbus, dying at the latter place on February 15, 1865, of diarrhea. He was buried 
in the Cypress Hill National Cemetery in Brooklyn, New York. 


Hentz, Thaddeus W., Dr., See Gamble's Light Artillery. 

Hentz,Thaddeus W. Gamble's Light Artillery. The 30-year old dentist was also a member of a 
company of state artillery reservists. Suffering the loss of a finger during the fighting, he was captured 
and imprisoned at New Orleans, Ship Island and Elmira. Hospitalized during his stay at Elmira, he 
was released on March 2, 1865. Again hospitalized at a Confederate hospital in Richmond, Virginia, 
until March 14, 1865, he returned home and resumed his dentistry practice. 


Hinson, W. H. was captured at Marianna 9/27/64. 
Hinson, W. H. Captured during the fighting, Hinson was freed by Captain Poe's men. 
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Justus, J. B. was a Revolutionary War and War of 1812 veteran. He was a member of the legislature 
and was captured at Marianna 9/27/64. He was sent to Elmira prison then transferred for exchange 
2/20/65. He was hospitalized in Richmond then furloughed 3/16/65. 

Justiss, J. B. Sometimes called "Captain" Justiss, the volunteer was captured during the fighting and 
imprisoned at New Orleans, Ship Island and Elmira. He was exchanged during March of 1865 and 
hospitalized at Howard's Grove Hospital in Richmond for two weeks before being released on March 
15, 1865. 


Kincey, W. J. was captured defending Marianna 9/27/64. 
Kincey, W. 0. Captured during the fighting, Kincey was freed by Captain Poe's men. 


Lamb, __, appears on Judge Liddon's list of soldiers who defended Marianna 9/27/64. 


Lawrence, R. C. B., Reverend, was wounded defending Marianna 9/27/64. 

Lawrence, Richard C. B. Forty-two years old, Reverend Lawrence was the brother-in-law of Dr. 
Thaddeus Hentz. He sustained a bullet through the fleshy part of his thigh during the fighting and took 
refuge in the blacksmith shop behind St. Luke's Church. Rescued by his daughter and several others, 
with the help of a Union sergeant, he was

taken to his home on what is now West Lafayette Street where he eventually recovered. 


Lewis, Arthur, Sr. Fifty-eight years old, the former merchant was severely wounded during the battle 
and died at his home on September 29, 1864. 


Long, Felix H. G. was a member of the legislature. He was captured defending Marianna 9/27/64 and 
sent to Fort Columbus prison. He was paroled 12/14/64 and released. 

Long, Felix H. G. A local planter, the 47 year old Long was a private in the 11th Florida Infantry, but 
was home on leave and volunteered for service. Captured during the fighting, he was imprisoned at 
New Orleans, Ship Island and Fort Lafayette, where he suffered a stroke before being released on 
December 14, 1864. 


Long, Nicholas A., Dr. was captured defending Marianna 9/27/64. He was paroled 12/14/64 and 
released at Fort Columbus prison, New York Harbor. 

Long, Nicholas A. A local physician and planter, the 49-year old Long was a first lieutenant in a local 
militia company during the Second Seminole War. Active in Whig politics, he had been elected to the 
Florida legislature in 1849 and had served as a delegate to the National Whig Convention the year 
before. A private in the 11th Florida Infantry, he was home on leave and volunteered for service. 
Captured during the fighting, he was imprisoned at New Orleans, Ship Island and Fort Lafayette. He 
was released from the latter place on December 14,1864, and returned home. 


McBright, Israel does not appear on any rolls but was released on oath 5/29/65 from Elmira prison. 
He was 5'7", blue eyes, dark hair, fair skin. 

McBright, Isreal. Background unknown, McBright identified himself as a member of Norwood's 
company and was imprisoned at New Orleans, Ship Island and probably Elmira. His name does not 
appear on Asboth's p.o.w. list, but does appear on subsequent Northern prison records. Fate unknown. 


McKinley, W. L. appears on Judge Liddon's list of soldiers who defended Marianna 9/27/64. 
McKinley, W. L. McKinley escaped following the battle. 


McNealy, Adam was wounded defending Marianna 9/27/64. 
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McNealy, Adam. Forty-seven years old, McNealy was a Jackson County Commissioner at the time of 
the battle. He was active in the Greenwood Baptist Church before being excluded because he "does 
not believe in the Eternal punishment." He was also a delegate to the Florida Secession Convention. 
Struck to the head and shot through the lung during the battle, McNealy was taken to the home of 
Mrs. Mary Armistead for treatment and eventually recovered. In 1869 he urged the governor not to 
send troops to racially-torn Jackson County. He also served on the local school board during the post- 
war years. 

Mathews, Wm. was captured defending Marianna 9/27/64. 


Merritt, Alexander S. was captured defending Marianna 9/27/64 and paroled at Elmira prison 
12/12/64. He was 5'9", dark eyes, black hair, fair skin. He was believed to have been a Unionist.

Merritt, Alex S. A 32-year old local merchant, Merritt was captured during the fighting 

and imprisoned at New Orleans, Ship Island and Elmira. He was released from Elmira on December 
12,1864, and returned home. 


Montgomery, A. B. was a Colonel and was captured defending Marianna 9/27/64. 


Moore, C. R. was captured defending Marianna 9/27/64 but escaped from his captors. He was 
believed to have been a Unionist. 
Moore, C. R. Captured during the fighting, Moore was freed by Captain Poe's men. 


Morgan, Nicholas appears on Judge Liddon's list of soldiers who defended Marianna 9/27/64. 
Morgan, Nicholas. Morgan escaped following the battle. 


Morning, E. W. was a member of the legislature and was captured defending Marianna 9/27/64. He 
was sent to Fort Columbus prison and was released from prison after the war. 

Mooring, Edwin W. Thirty-six years old, Mooring was a local merchant and whiskey distiller. 
Captured, he was imprisoned at New Orleans, Ship island and Elmira. At the latter facility he was 
listed as an "adjutant." Eventually released, he returned home after the war. 


Moseley, Milton (Wilton) appears on Judge Liddon's list of soldiers who defended Marianna 9/27/64. 
Mosely, Milton. Mosely escaped following the battle. 


Myrick, J. F., Sr. was captured defending Marianna 9/27/64 and released on oath 5/29/65 from Elmira 
prison. 

Myrick, John T., Sr. A former state senator, Myrick was a prominent local merchant and educator. He 
served on the Board of Trustees of the Marianna Male and Female Academy in 1851 and helped lead 
former governer Richard Keith Call's Unionist effort in 1860. The Confederate government later 
obtained judgements against him. He was known to have been in contact with Union military forces 
during at least January of 1864. Captured following the battle, he was paroled at Marianna by the 
Federals. 


Myrick, John T., Jr. was captured defending Marianna 9/27/64. He was believed to have been a 
Unionist. 

Myrick, J. T., Jr. Sixteen years old, Myrick was captured during the fighting and imprisoned at New 
Orleans, Ship Island and Elmira. Released from the latter place on May 29,1865, he returned home. A 
bitter advocate of Reconstruction, despite his father's Unionist attitudes, he was convicted in October, 
1869, for killing local black leader Matt Nichols, his wife and son. He was also charged with assault 
and battery in connection with another crime and accused of ambushing a party of freed slaves near 
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Blue Spring. He fled the county and eventually showed up in Texas. 


Myrick, Littleton was killed defending Marianna 9/27/64.

Nickels, Chas. was captured defending Marianna 9/27/64 and released at Vernon. 

Nickels, Charles. Fourteen years old, Nickels was captured during the fighting and held overnight. He 
was released the next afternoon at Vernon and allowed to walk back home. 


Nickels, William. Sixty-four years old, Nickels was a prominent local merchant and hotel keeper. An 
1851 Trustee of the Marianna Academy, he was rumored to have been in contact with Federal 
military forces during the course of the war. Captured during the battle, he was paroled before the 
Federals left town. 


Nickels, Woodbury was killed defending Marianna 9/27/64. He was killed after the surrender and his 
body was found in the church. 

Nickels, Woodbury "Woody." Sixteen years old, Nickels was the son of Marianna Unionist and 
businessman William Nickels. He was the youngest Confederate killed during the fighting. 


Norton, E. B., Rev., appears on Judge Liddon's list of soldiers who defended Marianna 9/27/64. 
Norton, E. B. A local minister, Norton escaped following the end of the battle. 


O'Neal, James was a member of the legislature. He was captured defending Marianna 9/27/64 and 
died of pneumonia 3/5/65 at Elmira prison. He was buried in the prison cemetery, grave #2387. 
O'Neal, James (Daniel). Fifty-one years old, O'Neal was captured during the fighting and imprisoned 
at New Orleans, Ship Island and Elmira. Listed "too sick" to be paroled on February 13, 1865, he died 
on the 5th of March at Elmira and was buried in Woodlawn Cemetery. 


Pittman, Frederick R. A private in the 11th Florida Infantry, Plttman was home on leave and 
volunteered for service. Fifty-one years old, he was captured during the battle and imprisoned at New 
Orleans, Ship Island and Elmira. The former Whig politician was released from the latter 
establishment on December 12, 1864. 


Quinn, Peter was wounded and captured defending Marianna 9/27/64. 

Robinson, Henry, Dr., was an Asst. Surgeon and appears on Judge Liddon's list of soldiers who 
defended Marianna 9/27/64. 

Roulhac, James B. was a member of the legislature and was captured defending Marianna 9/27/64. He 
was paroled 12/12/64 at Elmira priosn and was 5'9.5", grey eyes, dark hair, light skin, residence: 
Marianna. 

Rostrum, Oliver. Identified by tradition as a participant, Rostrum was a local tailor. He evidently 
escaped following the battle. 


Rouse, John appears on Judge Liddon's list of soldiers who defended Marianna 9/27/64. 
Rouse, John. Rouse escaped following the battle. 


Scott, Andrew appears on Judge Liddon's list of soldiers who defended Marianna 9/27/64.

Sewell, H. appears on Judge Liddon's list of soldiers who defended Marianna 9/27/64. 
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Sewell, H. Sewell escaped following the battle. 


Shiver, W. was wounded and captured defending Marianna 9/27/64. 
Sims, Miles was captured defending Marianna 9/27/64. 
Spencer, Lamb (CSA) was captured defending Marianna 9/27/64. 


Stevens, Henry was captured defending Marianna 9/27/64 and was released at Vernon. 
Stephens (Stevens?), Henry. Fifteen years old, Stephens was captured during the fighting and released 
at Vernon on the 28th. 


Sullivan, Solomon was wounded & died of wounds, defending Marianna 9/27/64. 
Sullivan, Solomon. Fifty-four years old, Sullivan sustained a severe elbow wound during the battle 
and was taken to the home of Mrs. Mary Armistead, where he later died. 


Taylor, Peter appears on Judge Liddon's list of soldiers who defended Marianna 9/27/64. 
Taylor, Peter. Taylor escaped following the battle. 


Tucker, Charles lived in Quincy and was a member of the legislature. He was captured defending 
Marianna 9/27/64. He died of diarrhoea 12/11/64 at Elmira prison and was buried in the prison 
cemetery, grave 1107.18 

Tucker, Charles (of Quincy). Captured during the fighting and imprisoned at New Orleans, Ship 
island and Elmira, he died at the latter place on December 11, 1864,, and was buried in Woodlawn 
Cemetery. 


Tucker, Charles (of Jackson County) was captured defending Marianna 9/27/64, and paroled. 
Tucker, Charles (of Marianna). Captured during the fighting, Tucker was paroled by the Federals 
before they left Marianna. 


Watson, Hinson J. was captured defending Marianna 9/27/64. 

Watson, Hinton J. An owner of the Marianna mercantile firm of H. J. Watson & Company, Watson 
had been indicted in 1858 for selling liquor without a license. Captured during the battle, he was pa- 
roled by the Federals before they left Marianna. His business collapsed due to post-war conditions in 
1866. He was later elected to the Florida House of Representatives. 


Watson, 0. M. appears on Judge Liddon's list of soldiers who defended Marianna 9/27/64. 
Watson, 0. M. Watson escaped following the battle. 


Whitehurst, J. B. was captured defending Marianna 9/27/64. He died of consumption 10/25/64 at Ship 
Island MS and was buried in a local cemetery, grave #4. 

Whitehurst, John B. The local Justice of the Peace, 40-year old Whitehurst was captured during the 
fighting and imprisoned at New Orleans and Ship Island. He died at the latter place on October 25, 
1864, less than a month after the battle, from "Consumption." He was buried in Grave Number 4.

Wilson, W. S., Dr., appears on Judge Liddon's list of soldiers who defended Marianna 9/27/64. 
Wilson, W. S. A physician, Wilson arrived in Marianna during the 1840's and formed a partnership 
with Dr. William H. Whitehead in 1857. Although he participated in the fighting, he was able to elude 
capture and assisted tremendously in caring for the wounded afterward. 


Wynn, W. A. appears on Judge Liddon's list of soldiers who defended Marianna 9/27/64. 
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Wynn, William B. was captured defending Marianna 9/27/64 and died 12/21/64 at Fort Columbus 
prison NY. He was buried in the prison cemetery, grave #2194. 

Wynn, William B. Captured during the fighting, Wynn was imprisoned at New Orleans, Ship Island 
and Fort Columbus. He died at the latter establishment on December 21, 1864, and was buried in the 
Cypress Hill National Cemetery in Brooklyn, New York.

The strength of this novel 
is the historical setting that 
puts many prominent people 
of this era in context.

The 
meeting took place in Janu- 
ary 1888, when Joseph routed * 
us to California through New 
Orleans. ‘There we took a 
detour to a Mississippi vil- 
lage called Biloxi, which is 
near the Davis estate.’
